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Late last year Combat 18 called for its followers to arm themselves with guns and 
use them. That and the nazi terror group’s first tangible moves into mid Essex to 
set up its “white homeland” have given us all something to think about at the 
start of a new year. 

The rush by the government to bring in crudely xenophobic laws against 
refugees and immigrants can leave no doubt in anyone’s mind that, with a gener- 
al election due in the next 16 months, race will be a vital ingredient in the cake 
the Conservatives intend to bake and put before the British electorate to swallow. 
However crude the government’s use of race, one is left with a question: where 
does Labour stand on these issues? One hears a lot of mealy-mouthed excuses but 
nobody on Labour’s Front Bench has made an outright stand against the govern- 
ment’s overall immigration and refugee policies. 

The Liberal Democrat leader, Paddy Ashdown, who still feels guilt over his own 
party’s racist behaviour in Tower Hamlets a few years ago, found that racism 
was growing even in his own backyard. Yeovil is not the quiet backwater that 
many think it is. When Mr Ashdown and a local vicar walked around the town 
they were confronted by a middle-aged man with a knife. Only Mr Ashdown’s 
Marines training and experience saved them from serious injury. 

The police told Mr Ashdown and reporters that there were no signs of British 
National Party activity in the area. They failed to mention Blood and Honour’s 
concerts and a growing interest by the nazi terrorists of Combat 18 and the 
National Socialist Alliance in the area. The BNP’s Bristol branch too has spread 
its activities over a wide area of southwest England. It is clear that there are no 
“no go” areas in the country as far as C18 is concerned and wherever they roam 
violence and strife will travel with them. 

A huge vacuum is being left the gradual demise of the Anti Nazi League. Its 
membership, previously 60,000, is now less than 10,000. Once again, for the sec- 
ond time in 15 years, the Socialist Workers Party, which controls the ANL, is 
pushing aside a generation of young people. However this time new initiatives 
must take place and new community-based groups must emerge and indeed are 
already doing so in various parts of the country. Searchlight will fully support 
such groups by providing them with information and intelligence on the enemies 
of democracy in their area. 

The massive response from people from all walks of life against the proposed 
government anti-refugee measures shows that the anti-racist movement is not 
dead and will not die at the hands of those who have used it for sectarian political 
ends and are now prepared to throw it away. Our hope is that this time a much 
wider movement will emerge, led by people with less sectarian views and a gen- 
uine understanding of how to fight fascism and racism effectively. We can assure 
such a movement that we will do everything in our power to help it succeed. 
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Browning and 
Sargent on race 
hate charges 


wo men have appeared in court on six charges of con- 

spiracy and possession of material likely to incite 

racial hatred. William James Browning, 25, and Paul 
David Sargent, 35, were bailed at Bow Street Magistrates 
Court on 28 November to return on 2 January. 


The charges arose from police raids in 
January last year, carried out following the 
publication of issue 3 of Combat 18’s epony- 
mous glossy magazine. The officers — from 
Essex police, Special Branch and SO1, the 
organised crime squad — seized 500 copies of 
Combat 18 and an estimated 1,000 CDs, 
allegedly containing racist and highly inflam- 
matory lyrics. 

The raids were carried out before the new 
Criminal Justice Act came into force, so 
Sargent and Browning could not be charged 
at the time but could only be reported to the 
Crown Prosecution Service. The CPS in turn 
had to seek the Attorney General’s permis- 
sion to proceed with a case against them. 

Police later raided Antony Hancock, the 
notorious nazi printer from Sussex, seizing a 
racist newspaper that purports to be published 
by racists inside the police force, but in fact is 
run by people close to Lady Jane Birdwood, 
the twice convicted racist propagandist. It 
was reported in police circles at the time that 
officers had also found copies of Combat 18 
publications on Hancock’s premises. 

The CPS in their wisdom chose not to 
charge Hancock with printing the fake police 
paper and no mention has made of the C18 
material. Once again Hancock appears to 
have evaded justice. 

‘In mid November Browning, of 138 John 
Silkin Lane, Deptford, London, and Sargent, 
of 41 Dashes, Harlow, Essex, were served 
with summonses to attend court. 

The prosecuting lawyer asked the magis- 
trate, Jeremy Connor, to read some of the 
material the police had seized, requesting that 


conditions be applied 
to the defendants’ 
bail conditions. After 
looking at it, Mr 
Connor told them that 
they must inform the 
police of any change 


of address and must not approach any of the 
witnesses in the case. 

Sargent through his solicitor asked the 
magistrate not to make his home address pub- 
lic, but his request was turned down as 
Scotland Yard’s press bureau had already 
issued a report containing it. The court heard 
that Sargent is due to move house shortly.

The magazines seized included hit lists 
containing the names of police officers and 
MPs, such as Paddy Ashdown and Glenda 
Jackson, bomb diagrams and lurid, often hor- 
rific accounts of C18 attacks across Britain 
and Europe. The CDs were recordings of the 
band Skrewdriver, the best known of the nazi 
skinhead Blood and Honour groups. The band 
was dissolved after the death of its leader, Ian 
Stuart Donaldson, two years ago in a road 
crash. 

Both men appeared in court casually 
dressed, Sargent in his usual black leather 
jacket and Browning in a green sports shirt 
and black bomber jacket. Outside the court a 
crowd of supporters of C18 and its political 
wing, the National Socialist Alliance, had 
gathered to show their solidarity with Sargent 
and Browning. Very noticeable among them 
were several active members and officers of 
east London British National Party branches, 
such as Rob Jarvis, Dave King and Steven 
O’Connell. 

Some of them wore masks and semi-mili- 
tary style uniforms. They jeered at the press 
and gave nazi salutes as Sargent and 
Browning left the court. Some of them turned 
up later outside the offices of the Commission 
for Racial Equality in Victoria and were 
moved on by the police.

or almost three decades people have 
H sought the truth about the murder of 

the black leader Martin Luther King in 
1968. There are almost as many theories 
about those behind the crime as about the 
murder of John F Kennedy. 

Whether James Earl Ray, who was convict- 
ed for the King killing, was linked with the 
US far right is uncertain. However his broth- 
er, Jerry, was a political errand boy for the 
leaders of the National States Rights Party 
(NSRP), J B Stoner, later convicted for bomb- 
ing black targets, and Dr Ed Fields, a long- 
time friend of the British nazi boss John 
Tyndall. 

Many questions remain unresolved, such as 
why Ray came to Britain when on the run 
after the murder and who organised his 
escape route. Ray has always protested his 
innocence and many think he was simply a 
loser and a convenient person to play the fall 
guy for more sinister and powerful people. 

The FBI and more recently the CIA have 
come under scrutiny for their suspected role 
in the murder of a man who might have 
changed the political face of America. It is 


defence, the existence of a mysterious smug- 
gler using the name Raoul or Raul. 

Ray has claimed that in July 1967, nine 
months before King’s assassination, while he 
was on the run from prison and seeking false 
identification papers to enable him to leave 
the country, he met Raoul in the Neptune Bar 
in Montreal. Raoul offered to supply the nec- 
essary documentation if Ray would help him 
with his smuggling and gun running opera- 
tions. According to Ray, this assistance 
included buying a Mustang car in August 
1967 and a high-powered rifle in March 1968 
— items which, unbeknown to Ray, were to be 
used in King’s assassination. 

Ray claims to have met Raoul for the last 
time in Memphis on the day of the assassina- 
tion. At Raoul’s request, he rented an upstairs 
room at Brewer’s boarding house and then 
made himself scarce for a few hours, ostensi- 
bly so that Raoul could hold a meeting with 
prospective clients. 

Attempting to return to the boarding house, 
Ray found the area surrounded by police and 
heard a description of his car issued over the 
radio. He fled via Atlanta and Detroit to

undeniable that J Edgar Hoover, then head of 
the FBI, held an irrational, almost insane 
hatred for King. However, focussing on the 
FBI and CIA has diverted attention from the 
people closest to the plot and to James Earl 
Ray. No one can deny both agencies’ horren- 
dous history of attacking people’s civil rights 
and liberties, both domestically and around 
the world. However, over the past 20 years 
there has been a growing tendency, particular- 
ly in the USA, for critics of the security ser- 
vices and national police forces to make com- 
mon cause with people and organisations on 
the extreme right. Whatever role the CIA and 
FBI may have played in the death of Martin 
Luther King, to ignore the obvious connec- 
tions of James Earl Ray with the extreme 
right is shortsighted and dangerous. 

A new attempt to do just that comes in a 
book by Ray’s lawyer, Dr William F Pepper. 
Orders to Kill has yet to be published in 
Britain, but extracts from it appeared in The 
Observer in late September. A central role in 
Pepper’s book is occupied by a surprising 
witness whose name will be familiar to 
observers of Britain’s nazis. Sid Carthew, 
until recently the Yorkshire regional organiser 
of the British National Party, appears to cor- 
roborate an essential part of James Earl Ray’s 
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Toronto, obtained a false passport, flew to 
London and was arrested while trying to 
board a flight to Belgium, with the ultimate 
aim of joining a mercenary force in Nigeria. 

Pepper’s basic line is that Ray was set up 
by Raoul and persons unknown, who carried 
out the assassination, leaving him to take the 
rap. 

The House Select Committee on 
Assassinations (HSCA), which carried out an 
investigation in the late 1970s, concluded that 
Raoul did not exist, since Ray’s descriptions 
of him were contradictory and there was not a 
single witness to any of their supposed 12 to 
15 meetings. It was thought likely that Ray 
had invented the character of Raoul to protect 
one or both of his brothers. 

Much of the subsequent speculation about 
Raoul has centred on Jules Ron Kimbel (alias 
Rollie or Rolland). Soon after the assassina- 
tion, Andy Salwyn, a Toronto Star journalist, 
searched the environs of the Neptune Bar and 
discovered that Kimbel, a shady character 
who matched some of Ray’s descriptions, was 
known to have been around that part of town 
at roughly the right time. 

The HSCA found evidence proving that 
Kimbel could not have been in Montreal at 
some of the relevant times, although he could 


have been there during the crucial period of 
18-21 July 1967. Kimbel initially denied any 
involvement and has since been given a dou- 
ble life sentence for two other murders. 

The investigations leading to Pepper’s book 
were as follows: 

@ a BBC documentary, Who Killed Martin 
Luther King?, by John Edginton and John 
Sergeant, shown in September 1989, whose 
conclusions were amplified by Edginton and 
Sergeant in an article published in the sum- 
mer 1990 issue of Covert Action Information 
Bulletin; 

@ a mock trial of James Earl Ray televised in 
April 1993 to mark the 25th anniversary of 
the assassination, at which Ray was repre- 
sented by Pepper; 

@ continuing investigations by Wayne 
Chastain, a local Memphis reporter, who was 
one of the first on the scene after the assassi- 
nation, and by 1993 was a lawyer working 
alongside Pepper on Ray’s behalf; 

@ Pepper’s own inquiries and representation 
of Ray, instigated by Ralph Abernathy, a for- 
mer associate of King, in 1977. 

The biggest obstacle to all these efforts was 
the continued absence of evidence to support 
Ray’s claims about Raoul. For several years, 
Edginton, Sergeant, Chastain and Pepper 
seem to have regarded Kimbel as their ace 
card. Contradicting his earlier denials, 
Kimbel told the BBC that he had played a 
pivotal role in the assassination plot, and that 
the CIA, FBI and Memphis Police 
Department had all been _ involved. 
Furthermore, he claimed to have passed evi- 
dence to the HSCA (a claim which could not 
be verified, as the committee’s files have been 
sealed for 50 years). 

Part of Kimbel’s story was that he had 
flown Ray to Montreal in July 1967, where he 
was to be given a package of fake identities 
by a CIA specialist in this line of work. A for- 
mer CIA source confirmed to the BBC 
reporters that such a person was operating in 
Montreal at that time and gave his name as 
Raoul Maora (according to Edginton and 
Sergeant) or Raoul Miora (according to a 
book by Philip Melanson [see below]). 
Pepper’s book [p 163] gives the CIA man’s 
name as Raul Maori and lists this spelling in 
the index. 

At some point during the early 1990s, 
Pepper ceased to regard Kimbel as wholly 
credible. Kimbel had made various other 
claims, the most lurid being that he had flown 
a team of assassins into Memphis to carry out 
the killing. After describing the 1993 televi- 
sion trial, Pepper writes [pp 299-300]: 

*“... Jules ‘Ricco’ Kimbel’s allegations of his 
involvement in a conspiracy as the pilot who 
flew the shooters in and out of Memphis had 
taken on material aspects of unreliability. As 
is often the case, particular aspects of his 
story had the ring and feel of truth but court- 
room proof certainly requires and deserves a 


higher standard. The judge viewed 
these submissions more objectively 
than I did at the time. (Eventually I 
concluded that Kimbel may have 
provided me with some false infor- 
mation in the hope of inducing me to 
provide legal assistance to his broth- 
er, who was also in prison.)” 

In his many references to Kimbel, 
Pepper makes no mention of his 
potentially significant connections 
with the Ku Klux Klan. By contrast, 
Philip Melanson’s Who _ Killed 
Martin Luther King? (Berkeley: 
Odonian Press, 1993), which runs to 
fewer than 100 pages, has this on 
page 43: 

“ .. The committee [HSCA] also 
downplayed some of the more 
provocative information in Oster’s 
file. [Joseph Oster had followed 
Kimbel’s movements during 1967 
for an unrelated investigation by the 
Louisiana Labor-Management 
Commission of Inquiry.] The HSCA 
report blandly mentions Kimbel’s 
‘associations in 1967 with the Ku | 
Klux Klan.’ According to Oster 

(whom I contacted independently), 

his file mentions that Kimbel had 
meetings with Klan leaders in 
February and March 1967, and that he met 
with four Grand Dragons of the KKK on July 
18, 1967, just before he disappeared for sev- 
eral days. Kimbel’s wife reported to Oster 
that she saw guns and explosives in the trunk 
of his car that same day.” 

In their seven page article for CAIB, 
Edginton and Sergeant mention Kimbel’s 
Klan connection in a footnote. 

By contrast, the only indexed references to 
the Klan in Pepper’s book are to Klansmen 
being given weapons training by the US 
Army’s 20th Special Forces Group in 
Alabama around 1966-68. Pepper’s thesis

seems to be that Klansmen were being trained 
for Gladio-style attacks on the left. 

You will search Pepper’s index in vain for 
any ‘reference to J B Stoner or the NSRP. 
(Although he writes at length about the far- 
right oil baron H L Hunt, he seems more 
interested in Hunt’s alleged Mafia connec- 
tions. A “Louisiana right-wing leader” named 
Leander Perez is also mentioned, without fur- 
ther details.) Contrast this with John George 
and Laird Wilcox in their recent Nazis, 
Communists, Klansmen and Others on the 
Fringe (Buffalo: Prometheus, 1992). George 
and Wilcox are hostile to the anti-fascist

movement and keen to play 
down US nazi terrorism. 
However, their section on the 
NSRP contains a lengthy ref- 
erence to Ray’s brother Jerry. 

According to George and 
Wilcox, Jerry Ray was an 
active NSRP member at the 
time of the assassination. 
More recently, in 1983-84, 
he was one of the leaders of 
an anti-Fields faction which 
permanently split the party, 
leading to the renaming of 
The -Thunderbolt as The 
Truth at Last. One of Ray’s 
associates in an anti-Fields 
splinter group, the States Rights’ Voters 
League, was Jerry Dutton, regarded by Fields 
as an FBI operative. 


the elusive Raul came in the autumn of 

1994. A woman came forward who 
had known someone called Raul in Texas in 
the 1960s. This Raul and his relatives were 
involved in various smuggling activities, fit- 
ting Ray’s original description of the Raoul in 
Montreal. During the 1970s the woman 
claimed to have helped Raul’s gang in gun 
running and passport forgery, operations 
which were linked to Texas representatives of 
Carlos Marcello, the New Orleans godfather. 
She says that Raul’s cousins admitted to her 
that they had all been involved in the King 
assassination. 

Using the woman’s evidence, Pepper 
served subpoenas on this Raul, who is given 
the pseudonym Raul Pereira in the book. The 
only definite evidence placing an arms dealer 
named Raoul in Montreal in the summer of 
1967 is supplied by Carthew, then working as 
a merchant seaman, who specifically states 
that he spoke to him in the Neptune bar. What 
is not clear from the book is whether Carthew 
has identified his Raoul with the Raul who 
has been subpoenaed (although Carthew’s 
description of him is similar to Ray’s). 

The only support for Carthew’s story 
comes from a shipmate named Joe Sheehan, 
who says that Carthew told him the story at 
the National Union of Seamen’s conference 
in May 1968 (a month after the assassina- 
tion). Sheehan denied Carthew’s initial asser- 
tion that he had been with Carthew and Raul 
during the discussion of weapons. 

Exactly when did Carthew approach 
Pepper? According to the book, he came 
across the TV trial (broadcast in April 1993) 
by accident, and became interested when he 
heard Ray’s assertions about meeting Raul in 


“ he breakthrough in Pepper’s search for 


the Neptune bar. Pepper implies that it took 
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some time for him to make contact. 

It was around the time of the television 
trial, or soon afterwards, that Pepper lost faith 
in Kimbel. While still believing some aspects 
of his story, he clearly could no longer rely on 
Kimbel to confirm Ray’s story about Raoul. 
Until 1993-94, Kimbel was the only corrobo- 
ration for Raoul’s link to Ray; without 
Kimbel, belief in Raoul’s existence depended 
on Ray’s contradictory statements. Moreover, 
even at its best, Kimbel’s testimony seemed 
to be describing a different Raoul to the arms 
dealer and smuggler depicted in Ray’s 
account. Kimbel’s Raoul was a CIA contact 
specialising in fake identities. He disappears 
from Pepper’s narrative at a very early stage. 
With a little imagination, it is possible to fit 
the stories together and argue either that Ray, 
being of limited intelligence, confused 
Kimbel with Raoul, or that in Ray’s imagina- 
tion Raoul was a composite of Kimbel and 
the CIA man. 

Most juries, however, would probably pre- 
fer the HSCA verdict that Ray had invented 
Raoul to protect his brothers and to account 
for various references in his diaries and 
papers which might otherwise implicate them 
or other co-conspirators. 

Carthew and the anonymous female wit- 
ness arrive on the scene just in time to refocus 
the investigation on Raoul. Instead of looking 
for a conspiracy of Klansmen (or other far 
right activists) they enable Pepper to vindi- 
cate Ray’s earliest statements about the mys- 
terious Montreal connection. Since he omits 
any mention of Carthew’s politics, or even of 
the Ray family’s NSRP affiliation, he is able 
to portray Ray as an innocent patsy, manipu- 
lated by Washington wirepullers straight out 
of an Oliver Stone screenplay. 

Pepper’s explanation for Carthew’s 
approach to him is simply not believable. As 
a barrister acting for his client, James Earl 
Ray, it may be understandable for him to 
cover up Carthew’s political motives, or at 
least fail to check him out. As an author seek- 
ing to make serious allegations concerning a 
major historical topic, it is unacceptable, par- 
ticularly when taken together with other 
omissions and evasions. 

Although there is no direct evidence to 
undermine Pepper’s own “radical” creden- 
tials, he finds it unnecessary to point out that 
Mark Lane, his predecessor as Ray’s attorney 
during the HSCA inquiry, now works for the 
world’s largest antisemitic outfit, the Liberty 
Lobby. More worrying is his failure to men- 
tion that Carthew has been a hardline nazi 
since the 1960s and has boasted of the myste- 
rious work he carried out for the Klan and 
other nazi groups in the USA during the years 
of the civil rights struggles, the very period 
during which King was assassinated. 

According to the book, Carthew claims he 
met the alleged state fixer, Raul, to buy guns 
from him. For whom were these guns intend- 
ed and to what use were they to be put? 

Searchlight asked Carthew whether Pepper 
knew of his nazi background? Carthew’s 
reply was: “Not at first but he now knows I 
am a nationalist’. Carthew is of course not a 
nationalist but a national socialist and still 
violently active for the BNP. 

Searchlight put it to him that he may have 
contacted Pepper not because he really was a 
witness but because some of his nazi com- 
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The success of the far right within the US 
Republican Party has squeezed election- 
eering by the far right outside the party. 
In the past few months the Populist Party 
— once a jewel in Willis Carto’s crown — 
has died under the inept leadership of 
Don Wassall and other pretenders to 
Carto’s marketing throne. 

Although Carto lost control of the 
Holocaust denial Institute for Historical 
Review, he has successfully used Mark 
Lane, James Earl Ray’s former attorney, 
to tamp down any further damage. Lane 
used to be a regular among the left-wing 
lawyer set, but is now a Liberty Lobby 
fixture. He promoted his latest conspira- 
cy theories at its convention last 
September. It is unlikely that Carto and 
his Liberty Lobby will try any indepen- 
dent electoral campaign next year. 

The same fate awaits Ed Fields’s cur-

rades, such as Fields and Stoner, may have 
asked him to do so. His response was to deny 
knowing them. Searchlight pointed out that 
Fields had visited Britain several times, most 
recently in 1994, when he attended the 
Oswald Mosley memorial dinner and also 
spent time with BNP officers, including John 
Tyndall, the party leader. Carthew replied: 
“Oh him, but I never met him when I was in 
the USA, I was in the deep south”. Carthew 
appears to have some trouble with his geogra- 
phy as the NSRP was strongest in Georgia 
and other southern states. He refused to 
answer any more questions apart from saying 
that he had also been interviewed by the US 
prime time TV programme 60 Minutes, which 
is the like the BBC’s Panorama. At this point 
he complained that he had said too much and 
had been told that all questions to him should 
be put via Pepper.

rent outfit, the America First Party, 
which has been overshadowed in the 
southeast by the Council of Conservative 
Citizens. Fields wants to imitate what he 
perceives to be the success of John 
Tyndall’s British National Party. His 
room for manoeuvre, however, has been 
trimmed by supporters of Pat Buchanan 
on one side and the militias on the other. 
Above all, Fields lacks personnel skilled 
in the arts of electioneering. Fields’s glory 
days with J B Stoner in the National 
States Rights Party are behind him. Even 
long-time comrades such as Jerry Ray 
jumped ship ten years ago. James Earl 
Ray’s belated attempts to claim the King 
assassination was a government job 
instead of his own fall into the same cate- 
gory as Tim McVeigh’s effort to avoid 
blame in Oklahoma City (see page 22). 


Searchlight then called Pepper, who did not 
sound at all happy that we knew about 
Carthew being a nazi. At one point he yelled: 
“Why don’t you read the bloody book”. We 
have, but it is a pity The Observer did not ask 
a few questions when it chose to run the 
extracts from it mentioning a “British mer- 
chant seaman” without giving his name or 
political involvement. 

We asked Pepper why he did not inform 
readers of Carthew’s background. He replied: 
“He came to me with a story, a set of facts to 
tell me about. This had nothing to do with his 
politics.” Perhaps Pepper should have allowed 
readers the opportunity to judge Carthew’s 
value as a key witness for the very reason of 
his political beliefs. 

We suggested that Carthew could have been 
induced to approach Pepper by Stoner or 
Fields. Pepper dismissed this out of hand; 
likewise the suggestion that Ray’s escape 
route via Britain had been arranged through 
US and British far-right connections. 

Applying Cicero’s maxim Cui bono, and 
remembering the recent Beckwith-Medger 
Evers case, it seems reasonable to conclude 
that the beneficiaries of Pepper’s efforts are 
the surviving members of the Stoner-Fields 
group, who had proven connections with Ray 
and his brothers, proven international links 
with Carthew’s British nazi comrades, and the 
most obvious motive to murder King. After 
all if you are prepared to bomb churches full 
of black children the murder of one more 
adult is not such a leap in the dark. (In the 
Beckwith-Medger Evers case a nazi assassin 
who killed a black civil rights activist around 
30 years ago was finally brought to a fair trial 
and convicted. This has clearly frightened 
many members of the NSRP.) 

Pepper accepted that Ray’s brother had 

been working with at least one NSRP leader 
but again did not see this as significant. 
Pepper’s analysis, focusing blame on the state 
rather than the nazis, serves only to let them 
off the hook for whatever role they may have 
played in this heinous crime.

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Ashdown calls for united - 


front against racism in Yeovil 


Paddy Ashdown, MP, leader of the 
Liberal Democrats, has helped set up 
an anti-racist group in _ Yeovil, 
Somerset. His action follows a knife 
attack that took place when he was on 
a late night walkabout of the town 
with the Rev Mark Ellis, one of the co- 


founders of Partnership Against 
Racial Harassment. 
Mr Ashdown said that they were 


approached by three men in their early 
twenties, who taunted them with racist abuse. 
A third, older man appeared and Mr Ashdown 
suggested going for a walk. Suddenly, the man 
produced a flick knife and held it to his throat. 
Mr Ashdown, a former marine, pushed the 
knife away “rather forcibly”. 

Police arrested a 51-year-old man and 
charged him with possessing an unlawful 
weapon and threatening unlawful violence. 

Somerset has only a small number of black 
and Asian people and they have been picked 
on by some people out of ignorance and 
prejudice. The Viceroy Tandoori restaurant in 


Yeovil has been one of the 
experiencing many attacks. 

Soon after it opened in October 1994 it 
began to suffer from the attentions of drunken 
thugs, who would throw food around, shout 
racist abuse and smash the place up. The 
windows were broken on several occasions 
and staff were kicked and punched. Graffiti 
were sprayed on the walls, saying “Pakis go 
home. Pakis smell”. 

On 8 October this year, the restaurant was 
besieged by a 50-strong racist mob, some 
armed with baseball bats. Police arrested five 
men and three women. A nearby kebab house 
was firebombed the next day. Earlier, two 
skinheads had racially abused the Turkish 
owner. A 21-year-old man was arrested. 

On 28 October three Asian students were 
beaten up by a gang of four or five white 
males, who shouted racist abuse. The 
students, two aged 19 and one 18, suffered 
facial cuts and bruises. 

A meeting of Asian businessmen, police 
and councillors, called by Mr Ashdown, 
heard of further attacks, including one man

Racist attacks in Oldham 


Two youths seriously assaulted an Asian restaurant worker in Oldham after 
marching down Lees High Street shouting “sieg heil” and giving Nazi salutes. They 
also shouted racist abuse at Asian youths in two separate incidents. 

Darren Hoy, 20, clubbed his victim to the ground with a long-handled broom. The 
man suffered bruising and swelling to his forehead and nose and was detained in 
hospital overnight. A passing police car saw the attack and the two young thugs were 


detained. 


Hoy was convicted of assault and causing fear or provocation of violence. He was 
sentenced to 150 hours community service and ordered to pay £550 compensation. 
The other racist youth was sentenced to 60 hours community service. 

Another three white youths were arrested after gang attacks on homes occupied 
by Asian families on the West Street estate at the beginning of November. Bricks 
were thrown at eight houses in the early hours and one woman was slightly hurt by 
flying glass. The arrested youths are aged between 18 and 20. 

The previous day an Asian taxi driver was beaten up and his car damaged. 
Inspector Peter Challender said the police would be keeping a high profile presence 
and urged the Asian community not to retaliate. 

In a separate incident, an Asian shopkeeper was convicted after lashing out 
against rowdy teenagers who were subjecting him to racist abuse. Mohammed 
Naseem, 27, struck a 16-year-old with a wheelbrace, causing bodily harm. He was 
ordered to do 100 hours community service and to pay £250 compensation. 

Alan Conrad, counsel for Mr Naseem, said Naseem and his family were highly 
regarded in the area. “It is a tragedy this man should snap and behave so out of 
character that night. He had been driven to the end of his tether. He and others had 
had property damaged, there had been name calling, racial abuse and even arson.” 

Judge David Maddison, at Manchester Crown Court, said: “There is evidence 
about a degree of trouble the young man and his associates have caused you and 


others in the area for some time.” 


who had been stabbed in the throat. Mr 
Ashdown said: “My clear view, backed by all 
that I’ve learned, is that this is not political in 
the sense that the BNP is behind it. And I 
don’t want it to come to that. 

“It’s an extension of the vandalism. Those 
who have had a skinful of beer or cider think 
that in addition to breaking plate glass 
windows it would be a useful extension to do 
a bit of ‘Paki bashing’ as well. It’s part of the 
brutalisation of our society. People turn 
against the vulnerable. Afterwards they 
justify it as hatred of blacks, but that’s all it is. 
The group responsible are a small number of 
recidivists, perhaps 10 to 12 in their mid 
thirties, not young, not unemployed.” 

He called for a united front against racism 
to combat what he called “a group of 
extremely offensive and sometimes dangerous 
men”. Perhaps they are more political than 
Mr Ashdown thinks. He could try asking the 
police what they know of the activities of 
Combat 18, the National Socialist Alliance 
and Blood and Honour in Somerset and the 
rest of the West Country recently. 


Sikh ban at 
Conservative club 


Terry Dicks, MP, is to stand down at 
the next general election, after 
accusing his local Conservative 
Association of racial discrimination. 


Mr Dicks, Conservative MP for Hayes and 
Harlington, said he was forced to have 
meetings with Sikhs in the car park because 
the association would not let them in. Mr 
Dicks will seek an alternative seat for the next 
election. 

Lynda Reed, a former branch chair at 
Hayes and Harlington, said she was forced to 
resign after 20 years of working for the party 
because of overt racism. She added: “When 
the party was seeking volunteers for the 1994 
council elections I proposed a keen and loyal 
Conservative who happened to be Asian. I 
was told it was out of the question and that 
me and my ‘Asian friends’ would not be 
welcome. I was sworn at and abused.” 

Miss Reed said that she complained to 
Dame Angela Rumbold, vice chair of the 
Conservative Party, in the summer of 1993, 
but that nothing was done. 

Britain’s only Asian Conservative MP, Nirj 
Deva, has asked Brian Mawhinney, the 
Conservative Party chairman, to set up an 


inquiry. 
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Tribunal undermines 
Race Relations Act 


A judgment by an Employment 
Appeals Tribunal has challenged anti- 
discrimination law in the workplace. 


Raymondo Jones, who had a black father 
and a white mother, worked for the Tower 
Boot Company from April 1992 until he 
resigned a month later. During that time he 
was subjected to brutal racial harassment 
from fellow workers. One employee burnt his 
arm with a hot screwdriver, metal bolts were 


thrown at his head and his legs were whipped. 
Someone stuck a notice on his back with the 
words “Chipmonks are go” [sic] and he was 
called names, including “chimp”, “monkey” 
and “baboon”. The foreman knew about the 
abuse but failed to deal with it. 

An industrial tribunal found that Mr Jones 
had been discriminated against on racial 
grounds and that his employer was liable. The 
company appealed to the Employment Appeals 
Tribunal, which held that the racist abuse was 


BA to face CRE investigation 


British Airways is to be investigated 
by the Commission for Racial Equality 
after the passport of a black passenger 
was taken away and photocopied. 


Tony Kelly, 40, a probation officer, was 
travelling from Birmingham to New York with 
his wife and daughter. Mr Kelly was born in 
Britain, his wife is a naturalised British citizen 
with a British passport and his 13-year-old 
daughter has the new EC passport. 

When they arrived at the airport a 
stewardess said there was a problem with the 
seat reservations and that she would have to 
take the passports to sort it out. Mr Kelly said 
that after some time a different stewardess 
came out, who said: “Sorry to keep you for so 
long but the photocopier has broken down. 
We'll let you have the passports back as soon 
as we’ve photocopied them.” 

Mr Kelly said he was “furious”. He wrote 
to BA demanding to know why his passport 
had been obtained “by such _ sneaky, 
conniving and underhand means”. Jane 
James, of BA’s_ customer _ relations 
department, wrote back, explaining: “It is a 
US Federal Aviation ruling that all ethnic 
passports must be checked and photocopied if 
deemed necessary.” A spokesperson for the 
Federal Aviation Authority denied this 
categorically, saying: “We don’t ask airlines 
to photocopy people’s passports.” American 
Airlines and Virgin Atlantic both said that 
they do not photocopy passengers’ passports. 

BA said the practice of photocopying 
passports had been introduced because of the 
£2,000 fines that can be incurred for carrying 
passengers without the correct documents. A 
spokesperson claimed: “Some passengers 
have been known to destroy their documents 
in flight”. He maintained, unbelievably: “It is 
not restricted to black passengers at all.” 

Mr Kelly said that none of the white 
passengers were asked for their passports 
when he was. “There was another 
professional black woman in the queue, a 
teacher, who was seeing her daughter off on 
holiday and she just said ‘No. You are not 
going to take my daughter’s passport’.” 

Bob Ayling, BA’s group managing director 
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sent a letter of apology to Mr Kelly, saying 
that the photocopying was a “mistake”. Mr 
Kelly said he was not satisfied. “An apology 
is all well and good but the issue is still not 
resolved. BA is going to continue 
photocopying passports. Who are they going 
to target if not black people?” 

Mr Kelly has lodged a formal complaint 
against BA with the Commission for Racial 
Equality. A CRE spokesperson said: “If BA is 
requiring people of a particular background to 
hand over their passports for photocopying 
that is clearly discriminatory. We would ask, 
why aren’t whites being targeted?” Bernie 
Grant, MP, is referring the matter to the 
House of Commons Home Affairs Select 
Committee. 

Two other cases of apparent discrimination 
by BA have also come to light. A young 
black athlete was incorrectly told by BA that 
“French immigration rules” required her to 
have a return ticket. 

Melanie Purkiss, 16, a sprinter from Kris 
Akabussi’s Team Solent Club in 
Southampton, was planning to return from 
France with her family on the ferry. When she 
arrived to check in for a flight from Gatwick 
to Bordeaux, Ms Purkiss, a British citizen 
with a UK passport, was told that she had to 
have a return ticket. She was eventually 
allowed to board after she signed a special 
indemnity form. Ms Purkiss said: “It was the 
worst discrimination I have faced. No one 
should be treated the way I was.” She is suing 
BA for racial discrimination and has turned 
down an offer of £1,000 compensation. 

Last December BA _ photocopied the 
passport of Michelle Cadogan, a 17-year-old 
black Briton, before she was allowed to board 
a flight to New York. Her father, Dr Michael 
Cadogan, complained and was told that the 
practice was required by US Immigration 
Authorities. Dr Cadogan wrote to Sir Colin 
Marshall, chairman of BA, who also defended 
the practice. 

Donna Cadogan, Michelle’s mother, said 
that BA were prepared to defend the practice 
right to the top. “They have apologised to

not done in the course of employment and that 
the employer could not be held liable. In the 
view of the EAT, an employer is not liable 
unless the employee is actually authorised to 
discriminate on racial grounds. 

This interpretation appears to conflict with 
the wishes of Parliament as expressed in the 
Race Relations Act 1976, which places an 
obligation on an employer not to discriminate 
and an obligation to discourage discrimination . 
by employees. 


Barnsley FC shame 


Ian Wright of Arsenal FC was 
subjected to monkey noises and racist 
chants in Barnsley in October. The 
abuse came from a section of the 
Barnsley crowd and Barnsley stewards 
are said to have joined in. 


Mr Wright said the main problem of racism 
in soccer was now in Endsleigh League clubs 
rather than in Premiership clubs. He declared: 
“Racism is something that’s been in the game 
for a long time. I’m used to it. But in the 
Premiership you don’t get it as much as you 
used to. You don’t get the monkey chants you 
hear when you go to places like Barnsley and 
Hartlepool.” 

Barnsley FC chairman John Dennis sent a 
letter of apology to Mr Wright. A statement 
was printed in the club programme, making it 
clear that racism is not acceptable at the 
ground. Mr Dennis said the video of the 
match would be carefully examined and there 
would be a full investigation. 


Abuse at McDonald’s 


A young black woman has_ been 
awarded compensation after suffering 
racial and sexual harassment while 
working for McDonald’s fast food 
chain. 

Paulette Maynard, 26, worked in a 
McDonald’s restaurant in Coventry. She was 
forced to leave after eight years with the 
company because of sexist and racist abuse by 
fellow workers. She had complained to a 
manager, but nothing happened. She also said 
that she had seen a handwritten memorandum 
titled “Hit List”, with her name on it. 

Ms Maynard took McDonald’s to an 
industrial tribunal alleging constructive 
dismissal. The company agreed to make a 
private cash settlement. 

After the award, Ms Maynard said: 
“Workers who experience such problems 
should not suffer in silence. Help is at hand. 
Don’t think you are isolated. There are lots of 
people out there who can help you. You must 
stand up for your rights.” 

She was supported in her claim by Rugby 
Racial Equality Council.

PC who attacked Asian 


escapes punishment 


A police officer who was found by a 
civil court to have savagely assaulted 
an Asian man is back on duty without 
being disciplined. 


In September, Aamer Anwar was awarded 
£4,200 damages against the Chief Constable 
of Strathclyde Police. Mr Anwar, 27, was 
attacked in November 1991 when he was 
flyposting for a student rally. PC Graham 
McKee is alleged to have said: “This is what 
happens to black boys with big mouths”, as 
he slammed Mr Anwar’s head into a concrete 
path. Sheriff Evans said there had been an 
“element of racial hatred” in the injuries 
inflicted by PC McKee. 

PC McKee has now been cleared by an 
internal Strathclyde Police inquiry and returned 
to normal duties, a decision which was 
condemned by the Commission for Racial 
Equality and the Scottish Council for Civil 
Liberties. Alan Miller of the SCCL said: 
“There is a need in Scotland for an independent 
body to investigate complaints against the 
police in a way that will inspire a greater 
degree of public confidence than the present 
system does.” Unlike England and Wales, 
Scotland has no semi-independent system for 
investigating complaints against the police. 

Mr Anwar is considering a_ private 
prosecution. He said: “The onus is once again 
on the victim to fight for justice. It took me four 
years of continual harassment to win in a civil 
court and now I just want to get on with my life 


but I can’t. I was lucky not to lose my life in a 
racist attack by a police officer. The police must 
be accountable to the public they serve and this 
officer should be brought to justice.” 

Metropolitan Police officers who allegedly 
beat up a black couple have also been allowed 
to carry on working, although the couple have 
been awarded £31,000 in an out of court 
settlement. 

Terence Prince and Marie Stewart, both 
then aged 20, were walking in Brixton in 1990 
when they were approached by two police 
officers. The couple were arguing about which 
way to go home. Instead of offering advice the 
officers, who had called for reinforcements, 
launched a frenzied assault. 

Mr Prince was punched, kicked over a wall 
and lost two teeth. Miss Stewart was thrown 
to the ground, hitting her head. They were 
arrested and held in custody overnight. Mr 
Prince was accused of assault and threatening 
behaviour and Miss Stewart of threatening 
behaviour and obstruction. 

Magistrates dismissed all charges. The 
couple, who split up afterwards, sued the 
police for assault, malicious prosecution and 
false imprisonment. Mr Prince was awarded 
£21,000 and Miss Stewart £10,000. 

The police refused to admit liability, which 
means the police officers concerned escaped 
punishment. Mr Prince said: “We have never 
received any form of apology. These officers 
have been allowed to continue working and 
some have gone up through the ranks.” 


@ An official report has found that racism, 
sexism and bullying are on the increase in the 
South Yorkshire Police Force. Senior staff 
often condone such behaviour or even join in. 
The victims are mostly junior officers and 
civilian staff. There is a general lack of 
confidence in grievance procedures. 

The investigation was carried out by Her 
Majesty’s Inspector of Constabulary. 
Assistant Chief Constable Tim Hollis said the 
Chief Constable, Richard Wells, was 
“disappointed” with the report’s findings. He 
said: “We will not condone or tolerate this 
sort of behaviour in the force.” 

A joint working party involving the Police 
Federation and Unison will interview officers 
and staff before reporting back to the Chief 
Constable in six months time. 

In London, a spokesman for the Black 
Police Association has accused senior officers 
in the Metropolitan Police of regarding equal 
opportunities as an “optional extra”. Detective 
Inspector David Michael said: “There is 
racism endemic in the Metropolitan Police.” 
He claimed that white officers were prepared 
to falsify evidence against black suspects. 

DI Michael was speaking at the Race for 
Justice conference organised by the Society 
of Black Lawyers. Other guests included OJ 
Simpson’s lawyer, Johnie Cochran, and 
Milton Grimes, the lawyer who represented 
Rodney King — the black man filmed as he 
was savagely beaten by Los Angeles police 
officers. 
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BNP man jailed for 
attempted indecent assault 


A British National Party member 
racially abused and sexually molested 
a young girl in a Newcastle railway 
carriage. John Shippen, 28, a skinhead, 
shouted “‘sieg heil’’, gave a Nazi salute, 
and chanted racial abuse at his 17- 
year-old victim. He allegedly groped 
her breast and licked her face as other 
passengers on the late night Metro 
train did nothing. 

Shippen admitted he was a member of the 
BNP and confessed to shouting racist abuse. 
He was cleared of indecent assault but 
convicted of attempted indecent assault. 

In court Shippen complained that since his 
arrest he had had petrol poured through his 
letterbox and his two dogs had been attacked. 

Sentencing him to six months 
imprisonment, Judge Angus McDonald told 
him: “You got on a Metro after drinking and 
made the most offensive, humiliating and 
embarrassing remarks to the girl about her 
race. You then started pestering her. It’s clear 
this was intended to humiliate her further 
because of her race. This court can’t tolerate a 
racially motivated offence like this.” 

Elsewhere in England there has been no let- 
up in racist attacks.

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Hindu temple prosecution “immoral” 


A judge has called the decision to prosecute a Hindu temple 
immoral. Hertsmere Council prosecuted the International 
Society for Krishna Consciousness for allowing Janmastami 
celebrations at Bhaktivedanta Manor in August 1994. 

The council had earlier obtained a legal notice banning 
public worship at the temple, because of an ongoing planning 
dispute. A large crowd gathered outside the temple on the 
occasion of Janmastami, and, to minimise local disturbance, 
the temple gates were opened to let the people in. 

Judge Rodwell said that it was not the temple’s problem if 
there had been a “bloody great riot’, had the temple closed its 
gates. The council had earlier agreed a stay of execution with 
the temple during which time worship would be allowed. This 


The decision to prosecute was so extraordinary that it 
moved four Conservative MPs to sign a parliamentary motion ~ 
in support of the temple.

He shouted racist abuse, forced his way into 
the flat on the Lettsom Estate, Camberwell, 
and struck her in the face. 

Later the same day Fagen attacked a black 
man leaving Ms Robinson’s flat. He also 
slammed a shop door into a woman’s face, 
causing injuries which needed hospital 
treatment. He later tried to intimidate Ms 
Robinson after she made a complaint. 

Southwark Council has applied to the High 
Court for an injunction banning Fagen from 
the estate. The council and Ms Robinson are 
also claiming damages of £5,000 from Fagen. 


Cambridgeshire 


Two black women who attended a social event 
at an army base were threatened with hanging 
and had rifles pointed at them by soldiers 
from the First Battalion of the Cheshire 
Regiment. 

The women, who are sisters, attended a 
dance at Oakington military base. The 
husband of one of the women, a white soldier, 
is based there. One of the women, who works 
as a senior manager for Leicester City 
Council, said the trouble started after she 
spoke up for a young black soldier who was 
being racially abused. She said: “I could see 
the lad was very intimidated. When I 
intervened the white soldier said ‘I don’t care 
who the f*** you are, you’re still a f***ing 
nigger’.” 

An hour later the soldier returned with four

Page, reprimanded two soldiers after the 
women complained, but this is insufficient. 
Keith Vaz, MP for Leicester East, said an 
official inquiry that could lead to a court 
martial was only started after he wrote to 
Michael Portillo, the Defence Secretary. Mr 
Vaz said: “I know one of the women 
personally. She is a pillar of the community, 
her character is unimpeachable. If any soldier 
is found guilty of racism, they should be 
drummed out.”

A drunk who shouted racist abuse at an Asian 
shopkeeper before throwing a paving slab at 
his garage door has been fined £160. Peter 
Bull, who pleaded guilty to causing criminal 
damage, was also ordered to pay £98 costs 
and £270 compensation to Mr Mal Hussein.

Effectively fighting racism in Newcastle and the Northeast is 
the Tyne and Wear Anti Fascist Association, one of the most 
successful community-based anti-fascist groups in Britain.

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To play the king 


s Nick Griffin, editor of The Rune, 
Aree to make his bid for the 

leadership of the British National 
Party, it is perhaps appropriate to reflect on 
his past. Since the mid seventies Griffin has 
been at the heart of Britain’s extreme right 
and suspiciously at the core of several major 
splits within the movement. 

Griffin joined the National Front during his 
days studying law at Cambridge. The NF was 
booming and Griffin was quick to rise up its 
ranks, becoming the national organiser for the 
Young NF by 1978. Apart from his academic 
achievements he was a boxing blue, but by all 
accounts a very horizontal one. His conver- 
sion to fascist ideas would have caused little 
problem at home; his father, Edwin, a 
Conservative party official in Halesworth, 
admitted attending NF meetings, while Nick’s 
sister stood as an NF candidate in a Suffolk 
county council election. 

By 1980 Griffin had become the NF’s stu- 
dent organiser, from which position he was to 
play an increasingly important role in the 
wider party. The same year saw Griffin 
launch Nationalism Today with the help of his 
fellow rising stars, Joe Pearce and Nick 
Wakeling. Nationalism Today was to become 
the springboard for the third positionist ideas 
which the NF was later to adopt. 

Through this magazine Griffin and Pearce 
challenged the pro-capitalist sentiments of the 
seventies NF. Capitalism and communism 
were two sides of the same coin, they argued, 
both infringing on the rights of independence 
of nation states and concentrating private 
ownership in the hands of a few; both systems 
were controlled by the Jews. 

The radical writing of Nationalism Today 
found an increasingly favourable audience in 
the NF. By the early eighties, with unemploy- 
ment growing, even Martin Webster, the NF’s 
national organiser but in effect its leader, was 
speaking of the twin devils of capitalism and 
communism. 

Yet here lay Griffin’s problem. He and his 
friends were not content with simple anti-cap- 
italist rhetoric; they were developing a politi- 
cal theory quite different to that experienced 
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by the NF up to that point. Their idea of cre- 
ating a political élite was a challenge to the 
Webster style of organising. One of them had 
to give way. 


The fall of Webster 


For Griffin and Pearce the downfall of 
Webster had to be manoeuvred in a delicate 
way. Webster had just been reelected to the 
ruling directorate with 87 per cent of the 
membership vote. In addition to running the 
organisation on a day to day basis, he edited 
NF News and and was assistant editor of New 
Nation. While it could easily be argued that 
Webster did not have the ideological or per- 
sonal support of much of the membership, he 
was still regarded as their leader and was the 
only person in the party with real political 
clout since the departure of John Tyndall, the 
NF’s former chairman, in 1979.

Griffin and Pearce tendered their resigna- 
tions from the directorate and the NF in 
November 1983, stating that the NF was a 
sick organisation collapsing steadily both in 
membership and support. They placed the 
blame firmly at the feet of Webster. 

Their resignation, as intended, sparked off a 
fierce debate inside the NF, concluding on 10 
December 1983 with the removal of Webster 
from all positions within the party. Griffin 
was reinstated to the directorate as publicity 
officer and the young radicals were now firm- 
ly in control. A massive purge of older and 
more moderate members followed. 

Webster knew that there was more to the 
coup than merely the personal aspirations of 
Griffin and Pearce and in his written reply he 
firmly pointed the finger at an outside influ- 
ence. Central to these outside forces was a 
group of Italian terrorists led by Roberto 
Fiore. 


The Italian connection 


Fiore and several other Italian comrades 
arrived in Britain in the early eighties while 
on the run for their involvement in various 
terrorist actions in Italy in the late seventies. 
Their activities included acting as the go- 
between for elements in the Italian security 
services and the terrorists who planned and 
carried out a number of bombings, including 
one at Bologna railway station in 1980, which 
killed 80 innocent people. 

The new arrivals all belonged to the Italian 
third positionist NAR and followed the blood 
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and soil philosophy of Julius 
Evola, an _ Italian national 
socialist so extreme in his views 
that Mussolini had him sent to 
prison twice. Evola was 
extremely close to the German 
and Austrian leaders of the SS. 

The Italians, and Fiore in par- 
ticular, were to have a great 
influence on Griffin which con- 
tinues to this day. It was 
through the pages of Rising, 
edited by Derek Holland, alias 
Murphy, but funded by Fiore in 
1982, that Griffin and others 
learned and expressed many of 
their ideas. It developed the 
anti-capitalist ideas of many 
like Griffin, incorporating the 
theories of Evola and_ the 
Strasserites and culminating in 
the third position politics that 
the NF was to accept. Rising 
was the crucible for this devel- 
opment; it became the vehicle 
for a new creed within the NF, 
the political soldiers. Secret 
cadre training for those who 
would inherit the NF started 
around the same time. 

At first Griffin attempted to 
deny his links with the wanted 
terrorist, Fiore. However, in 
1984 Searchlight exposed one 
of his several connections, 
Heritage Tours. Offering guided 
tours of London, Heritage 
Tours was headed by Nick 
Griffin and Michael Walker, the 
former NF London organiser 
and editor of Scorpion, a far- 
right ideological and cultural 
magazine. While the company’s 
official address was that of 
Griffin’s father, the telephone 
number led to Walker’s flat in 
Warwick Square in Victoria. 

One of the regular guests at 
the flat was none other than Fiore, who, as it 
happens, was also one of the tour guides. 
Also in the house were Gareth Light, a lead- 
ing figure in the Monday Club, and Robin 
Davies, formerly of Tory Action and then 
working for David Irving. Griffin lived there 
during this period after the NF gave up its old 
Croydon headquarters, which he had used as 
his London base. Another connection was 
through Griffin’s father, who acted as Fiore’s 
accountant, advising him on his rapidly grow- 
ing London and _ international business 
empire. 

The Italians had bankrolled the subversion 
of the NF and created a political hothouse 
atmosphere around Griffin, Holland, Pearce 
and Richard Lawson. Webster had used his 
prize informant within the third positionists, 
Patrick Harrington, to spy on them to see 
which way the wind was blowing, only to 
find Harrington lining up with those who 
were to topple him. 

With Webster out of the way the NF moved 
to the politics of the third position. Strange 
alliances were being made across the world. 
Griffin, writing in Nationalism Today in 
1985, praised the black separatist Louis 
Farrakhan, saying: “White nationalists every-

But political rhetoric was not enough. 
Griffin and his followers believed that it was 
important to change nationalists culturally, to 
create a new type of man. When Griffin 
moved back to Suffolk to become the NF 
organiser in the county, he used his father’s 
farmhouse to hold seminars and training as 
well as some of the biggest “White Noise” 
concerts ever held in Britain. Yet Griffin con- 
tinued to argue that violence and the threat of 
force needed to work alongside political edu- 
cation. In Suffolk this meant intimidating 
opponents by threats of violence and direct 
action. Perhaps learning something from his 
new-found Italian friends, he made people 
offers that they dared not refuse for fear of 
violence. A number of his henchmen, such as 
the Fennessey brothers, who continue to be 
active in the International Third Position, 
were beating and firebombing those who 
refused to submit to Griffin’s will.

In 1984 Griffin organised a 24-hour vigil 
outside the local American airbase and a gen- 
eral campaign to rid Britain of US forces and 
nuclear weapons. US wartime pilots’ graves 
were desecrated near Cambridge. Propaganda 
was no problem for him, as he had success- 
fully applied for a government grant to estab- 
lish a local print shop. 

The NF’s power in the area was destroyed 
when an attempt to march through Bury St 
Edmunds was opposed by hundreds of anti- 
fascists, who sent the new-style nazis pack- 
ing. The day left Griffin and Harrington 
almost hysterical with fear. 

By 1985 Griffin was vice chairman of the 
NF, although this high profile did not prevent 
him and 15 to 20 of his followers from join- 
ing and trying to subvert the National Council 
for Civil Liberties. Their attempt led to an 
internal argument in the NCCL, which result- 
ed in a constitutional amendment withdraw-

ing any future assistance to racists. Under 
Griffin’s influence the NF was to actively 
support many fringe movements, including 
militant Welsh nationalists who were then 
involved in a series of firebombings. In 
London members of the Young NF were turn- 
ing up on “Stop the City” demonstrations and 
they even appeared on picket lines during the 
Wapping printers’ strike. 

The NF split in 1986 when a section of the 
leadership became increasingly mystified 
with the antics of Griffin, Holland and 
Harrington. Leading the breakaway were Ian 
Anderson, Andrew Brons, Steve Brady and 
Joe Pearce. They established a rival NF, 
which kept many of the Strasserite ideas, but 
reverted to a more traditional English extreme 
nationalist position. 


Is Griffin insane? 


There was much bitterness and even violence 
leading up to the split. Anderson and his sup- 


porters issued ultimatums to Griffin to break 
his links with the Italians and, during an 
attempt to regain control over the NF head- 
quarters, Anderson was met with a shotgun 
when he visited Griffin’s home. Griffin 
accused his opponents of working for the 
state, while they responded with a simple bul- 
letin asking bluntly: “Is Nick Griffin insane?” 

Griffin, Holland and Harrington tightened 
their control of the NF. Griffin became chair- 
man and their links with Middle Eastern 
regimes were strengthened. Undoubtedly the 
strongest of these was the link with the 
regime of Colonel Ghadafi. The Libyan 
regime was to welcome the three NF leaders 
to Tripoli in September 1988 and had already 
provided Griffin with 5,000 free copies of 
Ghadafi’s Green Book to help the NF raise 
money. Pearce had visited the Libyan 
embassy in London to try to raise funds only 
a week before the murder of WPC Yvonne 
Fletcher by embassy staff. 

The relationship between Griffin and 
Harrington came to an end in 1989 when 
Griffin, Holland and a few others walked out 
on the NF. They produced a three-hour video, 
Revolution in Action, outlining their criti- 
cisms of Harrington and explaining their third 
position ideology. Many people who watched 
this incredibly boring video shot in a field full 
of cows thought that it was pretentious and 
that its makers were knee deep in the bullshit 
that surrounded them. Alongside their contin- 
ued links with antisemitic groups and their 
support for a distributist society, they stated 
that many of their members would drop out of 
public activity. The International Third 
Positionists (ITP) was born. 

All the core cadre members had been 
through longterm political indoctrination, 
reading approved books and the internal

material produced _ by 
Holland and other leading 
members on such subjects 
as how to deal with police 
interrogation when arrested, 
how to compile information 
on your enemies and how 
death was a glorious path to 
follow. All this was steeped 
in a “blood and soil” quasi- 
philosophy. Combat 18’s 
current gathering of infor- 
mation on targeted people is 
nothing new; such hit lists 
have existed in NF and 
political soldier circles since 
the eighties. Bulldog, the 
NF’s youth paper, carried 
the names of “red” teachers, 
judges and trade unionists. 
A journalist in Northern 
Ireland whose name 
appeared on one such list 
became the first media victim of the Troubles 
after pro-fascist Loyalists gunned him down 
and left him for dead. Pearce was to serve 
two prison terms for his editorship of 
Bulldog. 

Holland and a few of the others packed 
their bags and moved to rural France, Colin 
Todd toured Iraq and Spain, Phil Andrews 
was left to hold the fort in London, producing 
a publication which he called Liberation, and 
making mysterious trips to Malta, a stopping 
off place for secret entry to Libya. 

Griffin retired to a farm on the Welsh 
Shropshire border. He continued to hold sem- 
inars and weekend camps on his farms and 
occasionally made the trip to Shrewsbury 
with his “anti-Coca Cola” and “Smash the 
cities” stickers. 

One of their key links in Spain, an army 
colonel, was to be jailed as an agent of the 
Tripoli regime. Shortly after Griffin visited 
the USA, his hosts were rounded up on 
firearms charges. Pro-IRA statements and 
politicking behind closed doors in Ulster had 
also made people very nervous of being 
around Griffin and his friends. Their attempts 
to set up contacts with the PLO flopped and 
around the same time Welsh nationalists 
paraded in Machynlleth with signs stating 
“NF = MIS”. 

With the exception of organising security 
for David Irving’s ill-fated Fred Leuchter 
meeting, it has appeared that Griffin has 
played little if any role on the right until his 
re-emergence with The Rune. Publicly he 
claims he took time off from the movement to 
re-evaluate his ideas and raise a family. 
However, this is a long way from the truth. 
According to sources at the heart of the ITP, 
Griffin has remained in contact and is sympa- 
thetic, has built close links with John Cato 
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and The Oak and has even written for several 
green and ecological publications under a 
pseudonym. 

Like others among his old cohorts who are 
deeply involved in green and community 
activities and projects, he has involved him- 
self in various local issues in Wales and 
appears to be a pillar of the community. 
Those who remember Griffin at the time of 
his takeover of the NF will recall a less gentle 
person. When making arrangements for the 
NF’s annual Remembrance Sunday march, he 
put forward the view that the march should be 
speeded up. When it was pointed out that tra- 
ditionally it was led by the party’s older 
members, especially the ex-service men, 
Griffin summed up his feelings with the 
words: “F*** the cripples”. 

Griffin has recently appeared around the 
BNP. Writing in the latest copy of The Rune, 
which he runs with his sidekick John Merritt, 
he argues that the BNP is the best of a bad lot. 
This is hardly a ringing endorsement for the 
group he hopes to lead. At first Tyndall, the 
BNP’s leader, was hostile to his reappearance 
and blocked his party membership, but he has 
since relented and this year Griffin attended 
the BNP’s annual “party day”. 

That Griffin wants to lead the BNP is prob- 
ably one of the worst-kept secrets in the fas- 
cist movement, yet what could he deliver to 
them? Politically Griffin’s views seem to have 
changed little from his wacky days with the 
NF and ITP. He continues to write about the 
need to create the new man, culturally and 
politically, and that elections are not for con- 
testing but for recruiting, hardly in line with 
current BNP thinking. 


Odd company 
But Griffin’s sudden re-emergence has raised 
a few eyebrows; his motivation and timing 
seem to have caused alarm. The old saying 
that one can judge a person by the company 
they keep may be particularly appropriate for 
Griffin. His political mentor is the convicted 
terrorist Roberto Fiore, who only escaped his 
rightful time behind bars by working for 
British intelligence in Lebanon. Griffin, 
Harrington, Holland and Todd spent much of 
their time rubbing shoulders with the Libyan 
regime at a time when it was public enemy 
number one in Britain, with the militant 
Welsh nationalists at a time when they were 
firebombing English houses, and with Iraq 
just before the Gulf War. 

Now back in the BNP Griffin has sidled up 
to Dave Owens in Leeds, another man with a

dubious history, having at one time been an 
intelligence officer in Northern Ireland. 
Owens, like Griffin, has only recently 
rejoined the BNP, but in that short time has 
destroyed one of its best branches. 

What is motivating Griffin has yet to 
emerge. He is treading a fine line between the 
BNP and Combat 18, attempting to fool both 
Tyndall and Charlie Sargent. Sargent’s older 
brother, William, and Griffin knew each other 
well when William was organiser of the 
extreme nazi British Movement in East 
Anglia and Griffin was running the NF there. 
Griffin whispers sweet words to their faces 
but spits poison behind their backs. All the 
time he is calculating, dealing and manoeu- 
vring. The man who has been involved in 
three major splits in the eighties is homing in 
on his next goal, the leadership of the BNP. 

Some unanswered questions remain. What 
is the ITP’s and Griffin’s relationship with 
Rosine De Bounevialle at her base in her 
country manor house in Hampshire, what is 
James Fennessey doing on the Isle of Wight 
picking up ITP messages and who runs the 
security company in which Griffin is alleged 
to have an interest?. 

If C18 was created as an instrument, a 
honey trap for British intelligence, one can 
only speculate upon the roles of Griffin and 
Fiore in the events of the past four years. If 
British intelligence has also retained links 
with Fiore and the political soldiers, then it 
appears to have set up a perfect pincer move- 
ment with the BNP caught at its centre. 


C18 ends 
1995 with a 
whimper 


The December issue of Combat 18’s 
newsletter, Putsch, is full of its usual 
ration of hatred. This time the nazi terror- 
ists are crying like naughty children who 
have been caught out. It is clear from their 
account of the state of the British far right - 
political scene that they have very few 
friends. 

Two C18 leaders who have boasted for a 
year about being proud to go to ZOG’s 
(Zionist Occupation Government) courts 
are not so cocky now that they have actual- 
ly been arraigned, although Putsch’s 
description of them as martyrs is really 
stretching it a bit. 

Most of their venom is reserved for John 
Tyndall, the leader of the BNP, who they 
claim has betrayed them, and for William 
Pierce, one of the world’s leading nazis, 
who snubbed them when he visited Britain 
two months ago, speaking at the BNP 
annual rally and meeting John Cato of the 
National Alliance and editor of The Oak. 
Perhaps because of his long experience of 
being investigated by US law enforcement 
agencies, Pierce sees the hand of the secu- 
rity services in C18. 

Putsch boasts grandiosely that the media 
turned out in force to cover the first 
appearance of C18’s leaders at Bow Street 
magistrates’ court (see page 3). In fact 
they were covering an entirely different 
case. Putsch also claims that 26 of the C18 
“security guard” were arrested under the 
Public Order Act by a huge team of police 
for giving offensive nazi salutes outside 
the court. The arrests allegedly occurred 
when the police raided a pub some time 
after the nazis had fled from outside the 
court. However, Scotland Yard’s press 
bureau found no record of any such 
charges. 

The newsletter is appealing for funds to 
support C18’s leaders, no doubt using the 
case to extract some more money from 
their bewildered followers. Donors are 
asked to send cheques and postal orders 
not cash. We wonder which bank or build- 
ing society is doing business with a terror- 
ist group? 

Normally in January Searchlight reviews 
developments on the far right in Britain 
over the past year. Because of the exclu- 
sive reports and features this month, there 
has not been space. However little has 
changed since Searchlight reviewed the 
state of the far right in July.1995, except 
that the BNP’s membership has fallen fur- 
ther while the NSA has grown. The NSA 
recently set up two new box numbers in 
Sussex and Hampshire. Blood and Honour, 
the nazi music organisation, is still grow- 
ing nationally and internationally, with a 
gig or disco and social somewhere in the 
country every week. 
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Pacifists will wean nazi bombers from violence 


orwegian nazis, no doubt inspired by 
N the example of the British terrorists 

of Combat 18, with whom they have 
close relations, have revived their campaign 
of sporadic violence against the anarchist 
Blitz house in Oslo. In the latest in a series of 
violent attacks, fascists hurled a bomb into 
the backyard of the building on 29 November, 
the second bomb assault in the past year. 
Although several people were in the building 
at the time, no one was hurt, despite some 
damage to the building and its windows. 
Nobody has been arrested for the attack so 
far. ; 

The increasing violence of the fascists in 
Norway is the result of their failure to make 
even the slightest impact on the country’s pol- 
itics. Even some of their friends are distanc- 
ing themselves from the nazis. Rune 
Kjelldahl, manager of the racist Nite Rocket 
radio station, which functioned for a long 
time as a propaganda mouthpiece for the 
nazis, claims to have backed away from them 
and now wishes Nite Rocket to be known as a 
more ordinary blues station. Kjelldahl’s 
reported change of mind may be connected 
with the fact that his radio station has been 
evicted from its former studio in Oslo’s 
Osterlandsgata, after running up a debt of an 
estimated £25,000 in unpaid rent: 

Another leading fascist who is keeping well 


away from the bombers is Arild Elseveen, a 
former member of Norwegians Against 
Immigration, from Brummundal. Elseveen 
has made a comeback by forming a new polit- 
ical outfit, called Patriotic Front, in the 
Oppland and Hedmark areas. 

According to Elseveen, the anti-immigrant 
Patriotic Front is “unpolitical” and has “noth- 
ing to do with nazism and racism”. Its main 
purpose, says its leader, is to distribute infor- 
mation in schools and youth clubs. 
Explaining that his new movement’s tactics 
would be peaceful, Elseveen added: “We 
don’t want any trouble even if we face resis- 
tance from immigrants and anti-racists. We 
won’t bother harassing immigrants either 
because it might win them sympathy.” Nice of 
him. 

Nice too of the Norwegian branch of 
Folkereisning Mot Krig (War Resistance) to 
offer to teach hard-core nazis better values. 
This pacifist organisation, which has has pre- 
viously only concerned itself with helping 
young men to avoid compulsory military ser- 
vice, deserves the idiot of the year prize for 
its naiveté in believing that its “training pro- 
gramme” will bring nazi violence to an end. 

According to FMK, its members will regu- 
larly meet members of the notoriously violent 
Oslo-based nazi group, Viking. At these 
meetings FMK will reportedly help the nazis 


to “become more politically and ideologically 
conscious” and to create “a dialogue of mutu- 
al respect”. Andreas Winsnes, leader of FMK, 
who defines himself as “‘a patriotic socialist”, 
apparently hopes to succeed where others 
have failed in weaning Viking members away 
from their violent habits. 

Interestingly, FMK refused to join the Oslo 
Anti-Racist Centre’s Kristallnacht demonstra- 
tion on 9 November because Viking rightly 
considered the Anti-Racist Centre to be “an 
enemy organisation” and FX. did not want 
to harm its relationship with Viking. Later, 
however, FMK “regretted” its decision” whi 
it attributed to “political uncons 
Since then, however, FMK has fea’ u 
media with renewed boasting about its © 
the nazis” project and has stated that the 1 
danger today is “McCarthyism against the 
extreme right”. 

Instead of dabbling in uncharted political 
waters, guided only by ignorance and with 
arrogance to match, and claiming that anti- 
fascists and nazis should unite as brothers, 
FMK would do better to get on with what it 
knows best, namely assisting conscientious 
objectors. As would be socio-psychological 
therapists for nazis, they are not wanted and 
have placed themselves in the enemy camp.

Berlusconi and Fini push for early elections 


The contradictions of Silvio Berlusconi and 
the extreme right in Italy were highlighted in 
two statements made by the media tsar to a 
gathering of- MPs from his Forza Italia (FI) 
party at the end of November. 

The first concerned the latest charge against 
Berlusconi, that he siphoned between £4.5 
million and £6.5 million into the Italian 
Socialist Party (PSI), when it was led by 
Bettino Craxi, via various London and 
Channel Islands holding companies. In an 
attempt to rebut the allegations, Berlusconi 
said that if anyone can prove them he will 
leave politics altogether. Whether that is a 
threat or a promise remains to be seen. 

The second statement was that he would 
never step down. It came only minutes later 
in the face of an open challenge to his leader- 
ship. The reason, he said, was that there is no 
one of equal calibre to replace him. The only 
politician who came near him, he hinted, was 
his ally Gianfranco Fini, leader of the fascist 
Alleanza Nazionale (AN). 

The fact that Berlusconi mentioned Fini in 
this context is both interesting and dangerous. 
Interesting because Berlusconi is obviously 
aware that some day, possibly sooner than 


later, Fini will step into his shoes. This 
prospect has been the central motivation 
behind Fini’s transformation of the blackshirt 
fascist Movimento Sociale Italiano (MSI) into 
the suit-and-tie fascist AN. 

It is here that the danger lies. With the col- 
lapse of both the Christian Democrats and the 
PSI, the right reshaped itself and decked out 
two parties, the AN and FI, in the mantle of 
fascism. Both of them were formed in the 
same 30-day period at the beginning of 1994 
and went on to capture governmental office 
within three months. 

The AN in particular doubled its support 
and it is still slowly climbing. Time is on 
Fini’s side and logically he should agree with 
President Scalfaro’s proposal to delay a new 
general election for six months because of 
Italy’s presidency of the European Union dur- 
ing the first half of 1996. The AN would ben- 
efit from a postponement. However, fascism 
is not logical and Fini, upholding his firm 
alliance with Berlusconi, is, like his ally, 
loudly blowing the trumpet for elections in 
February, just after the preliminary hearings 
in Berlusconi’s corruption trial. 

At present the Party of the Democratic Left 


Gianfranco Fini: his smart suit and tie 
hide his traditional blackshirt fascist 
politics 
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(PDS) is the biggest single party in the opin- 
ion polls with 24 to 26 per cent, followed by 
the FI at 22 to 24 per cent and the AN with 17 
to 18 per cent. The total support for 
Berlusconi’s so-called Pole of Liberty bloc is 
45 per cent and that for the democratic 
Progressive Bloc is 40 per cent. The FI will 
inevitably lose a few percentage points 
because of the revelations that will be made at 
Berlusconi’s trial, but the majority of those 
votes will go to Fini’s AN. Whenever the 
elections are held, the AN is likely to emerge 
as the second biggest party. 

As the largest party the PDS will have a 
mandate to form a cabinet but, under the 
Italian political system, a failure to fulfil that 
mandate will mean that it passes to the next 
party. This opens up the prospect of a new, 
and this time much more decisive, fascist 
government. 

There is a second danger. What will be the 
position of Umberto Bossi’s regionalist-fas- 
cist Liga Nord? At the moment Bossi is bawl- 
ing that he will not join an AN-FI or FI-AN 
government, exactly as he did in March 1994 
right up to when he joined the Berlusconi- 
Fini axis as a coalition partner. This time, he 
might use the election of a fascist government 
not to try to take part in the administration but 
to launch a move for secession by Italy’s 
northern provinces. 

The aftermath of the mayoral election 
results in November, in which the Liga Nord 
lost some seats but maintained its 20 per cent 
share of the vote, gives an indication of which 
way Bossi will jump. On 25 November, the 
Liga Nord MP Mario Borghezio presented, 
with his leader’s full approval, a map of Italy 
divided into three republics and two 
autonomous regions. In addition he launched 
a blistering verbal assault on the Catholic 
Church and called for the establishment of a 
“Church of the Northern Nation”, which 
would integrate Liga Nord Catholics. 

While Bossi was speaking at the same 
event, Liga thugs were handing out badges 
with the initials “GNN” -— Guardia Nord 
Nazione — the Liga’s own private army and 
“police” force. The Liga has already demand- 
ed the complete removal of national police 
and paramilitary carabinieri from the north- 
ern provinces and, with the high profile being 
given to the GNN, appears to be constructing 
a proto-state apparatus. 

A further hint of Bossi’s secessionist inten- 
tions came at a press conference on 28 
November, in which he called for an entirely 
separate legal structure for the north, accord- 
ing to which the Liga Nord will police its 
own territory and maintain it own courts. The 
sinister aspect is not just the call for separate 
northern structures but that Bossi has already 
set the ball in motion. 

Parallel with his increasingly strident sepa- 
ratist line, Bossi has decided to concentrate 
heavy fire on his erstwhile coalition partners 
in the FI and AN and to use the prospect of 
them being elected to government as an 
excuse for mounting a breakaway by northern 
Italy. 

Bossi’s secessionist ambitions are not the 
only ones on the political horizon. According 
to the Vienna weekly News, a South Tyrol 
underground force has been formed. Called 
the Pantirolean Army it purportedly has 
25,000 men grouped in 340 companies, of 
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which 140 are in the disputed Bolzano region. JAVONWUIQEN 


The Italian secret services are reported to be 
working closely with the Austrian secret ser- 
vices, which regard the Pantirolean Army as a 
very real threat, to try to identify its main 
ringleaders. 


Fascists march on 
Rome 


Gianfranco Fini, leader of the AN, called his 
fascist followers out onto the streets of Rome 
on 2 December ... and they came in their tens 
of thousands. 

Police estimated the crowd at 100,000, 
while the fascists themselves claimed 
200,000. Either way, the numbers were not 
small and far larger than can be mobilised by 
fascists anywhere else in Europe, with the 
possible exception of the Front National in 
France. 

The march was actually several marches in 
one, portraying a cross section of the AN’s 
support and graphically indicating the dan- 
gers facing Italy. At times it was like a family 
outing, at times a procession of civil servants. 
Other sections of the march reflected more 
the real substance of the AN, a gathering of

the skinhead hordes. Although many of the 
skinheads have regrown their hair they still 
march with that old Dr Strangelove twitch of 
the right arm. 

The march was designed as an anti-govern- 
ment protest and was led by a who’s who of 
latter-day Italian fascism. Fini, Gasparri, La 
Russa were all there at the head of the proces- 
sion, accompanied of course by a delegation 
from Forza Italia that included at least one 
former cabinet minister, Cesare Previtti. 

As befits the Fiihrerprinzip only Fini 
spoke at the rally. Sputtering out his hate 
against President Scalfaro, Prime Minister 
Dini and the “communists”, he got so carried 
away with his rhetoric that at one point his 
right arm involuntarily shot up. However, 
halfway into a fascist salute, he regained con- 
trol and his arm relaxed to its more usual 
position. 

One banner brought back all the old fears 
and showed the beast lurking under the AN’s 
glossy new “post-fascist” image. It was borne 
by the AN branch in Acca Larentina, whose 
members previously belonged to the now-out- 
lawed nazi Movimento Politico. The words 
on the banner said it all: “What do we care 
about prison? We are the blackshirts.” 


Haider’s cultural 
revolution 


If Jérg Haider, leader of Europe’s strongest 
right-wing extremist party, the Austrian 
Freedom movement, succeeds in becoming 
the dominant element in the Austrian govern- 
ment after the general election on 17 
December, he will gain the opportunity to 
carry out the policies he has advocated for 
many years. He has never hidden or made a 
secret of what he stands for. Because of this, 
Austrians who vote for him cannot use the 
excuse that they did not know what they were 
voting for. 

If Haider enters the government from a 
position of strength, he is likely to follow a 
double strategy: in the foreground a few “rea- 
sonable” and plausible economic and social 
measures; behind them a brutal campaign to 
silence opposition, which he loves to brand as 
“radical”. 

The economic measures, which he set out 
on 16 June 1993, will include tax cuts for 
those “who want to work and achieve’, “the 
end of certain social welfare provisions”, 
“reduction of paid holidays”, “cuts in unem- 
ployment benefits” and “a meaningful lifting 
of the burden on management”. Haider also 
argues for “orderly employment policies” and 
suggests that these and his planned tax cuts 
should be financed by deficit budgeting and 
protectionist import controls on products 
from countries with low wage economies. 

The economic policies of national retrench- 
ment, however, are only the icing on the cake. 
His long-term aims are political ones aimed at 
the elimination of opposition. On 5 October 
1994 Haider made a speech in which he set 
out his objectives: “I want to get rid of the 
Social Democratic Conservative gravy train. 
These people must be radically forced out of 
Austrian politics.” 

The means available to him could include 
show trials of mainstream politicians on 
charges of “squandering the property of the 
people” or his government could let loose its 
sympathisers in the Austrian state apparatus, 
especially the police and tax authorities, to 
criminalise political enemies. Haider has 
mused publicly over such policies on numer- 
ous occasions and has even named his poten- 
tial victims. 

The critical media, long a target for 
Haider’s hatred, could also be curbed. As 
Haider said on 26 January 1993: “If I want to 
say anything, it is that in future I'll make sure 
editors don’t tell so many lies.” The cultural 
world would face the hammer, because 
Haider has promised to “purge” the artistic 
world and elevate those who stand for a 
German “people’s community” to positions of 
importance. 

Should anybody dare criticise a Haider 
government abroad, Haider has already hinted 
at the consequences: “It is political and moral 
treason when a person damages the reputation 
of his country abroad.” 

Finally, Haider signalled, on 17 June 1991, 
that he would “mobilise nationally” aggres- 
sive demonstrations in support of his policies 
with the object of intimidating those who dis- 
agree with him.

Neo-nazi leaders 
face trial 


Albert Szabo, leader of the extreme-right 
Hungarian Society for Good Living, has been 
charged with inciting racial hatred, use of 
symbols of tyranny and dissemination of nazi 
propaganda. 

Szabo, a mysterious figure, was brought up 
in Australia, where many extreme-right 
Hungarians emigrated after the communists 
came to power in Hungary after the Second 
World War. He returned to Hungary in 
October 1993 and formed the Hungarian 
World National Popular Rule Party (VNP). 
After the VNP was banned, he and Istvan 
Gyorkés formed the Hungarian Society for 
Good Living, which now claims 3,000 
members. 

Gyérkés, a 55-year-old nazi from Gyé6r, 
near the Austrian border, has been charged 
with the same offences as Szabo, as have five 
juveniles. They have denied the charges, 
claiming that their party was founded to 
“build and develop scientific laws for the peo- 
ple, to protect Hungarian culture and to main- 
tain creative relations with other 
people”. Szabo has previously expressed 
admiration for Ferenc Szalasi, Hungary’s 
wartime Nazi leader who was executed as a 
war criminal. 

This is the first time neo-nazis have been 
tried in Hungary. Szabo is believed to have 
extensive links with international neo-nazis, 
although he has denied this, claiming he was 
only interested in Hungarian nationalism. 
Gyérkés, however, has admitted such links 
and said he had considered sending members 
of his paramilitary group, the Hungarian 
National Socialist Action Group, to fight for 
Croatia. Before the police broke up the Gy6r- 
based group, its members took part in 
paramilitary training.

Popular economic policies, coupled with 
repressive measures to gag opposition, would 
be only a preamble to the introduction 
of a programme to install “a _ social 
Volksgemeinschaft’, which Haider outlined in 
the right-wing extremist paper Aula ten years 
ago. In pursuit of a policy of national concen- 
tration, trade unions would be destroyed, the 
number of foreign workers drastically 
reduced and the children of migrants subject- 
ed to racist apartheid by being forced to 
attend separate schools, irrespective of their 
knowledge of the German language. 

Women and youth will have nothing to 
look forward to from a Haider regime. The 
would-be dictator of Austria has pledged 
himself to destroy feminist illusions and dis- 
mantle official anti-fascism. According to 
Haider’s plan, women will be forced out of 
professions and back into the kitchen by tax 
measures, while young people “will no longer 
have their brains stuffed with anti-fascist prat- 
tle’, as Haider explained in his book Die 
Freiheit die ich meine (The freedom that I 
mean) in 1994. At the same time, it is likely 
that he would introduce educational pro- 
grammes projecting a more positive picture 
of Hitler fascism.

Perhaps the most difficult aspect of 
Haider’s programme is to gauge exactly 
what he means by his longed-for “Third 
Republic”. At the very least, the police and 
army would be integrated into one force and 
the directly elected president, presumably 
Haider, would assume the powers of the 
Prime Minister and form a government with 
fewer ministers. Power would be vested in a 
parliament that could be pressured by referen- 
da and manipulated opinion polls, which 
would have primacy. Of course, what the peo- 
ple want would be heavily influenced by 
Haider’s demagogic talents and control over 
the media. 

In any event, Haider in power would pur- 
sue his hate objects with the state apparatus at 
his disposal. His policy would be one of per- 
manent conflict, until he had achieved his 
aims. As he has already made crystal clear in 
his book: “Our intention is somewhat more 
than a mere change of government or reversal 
of mistakes. We want to bring about an 
Austrian cultural revolution by democratic 
means. We want to overthrow the ruling polit- 
ical and intellectual classes.” Then, according 
to Haider, “representative democracy will be 
antiquated”.

Defence Minister joins SS veterans to honour war dead 


Every October, former Nazi Wehrmacht sol- 
diers and veterans of the murderous SS stage 
a ceremony at Ulrichsberg in Carinthia to 
honour the Austrian dead of the Second 
World War. 

The commemoration is organised by the 
so-called Ulrichsberg Society, whose leaders 
include members of - “the fascist 
Kameradschaft IV, an organisation of former 
SS men who exercise a decisive influence on 
both the society and the character of the cere- 
mony. On the fringes of the event, 
Kameradschaft IV organises “comradeship 
evenings” attended by former SS men from 
Austria and abroad, at which the ideas of 
Holocaust denial are propagated and the 
Hitler dictatorship and its war of extermina- 
tion are glorified. Yet Kameradschaft IV con- 
tinues to claim that the SS was merely a 
“harmless” part of the Wehrmacht. 

It is in this atmosphere that old Nazis, 
younger right-wing extremists from all over 
Europe, members of Austrian and German 
nationalist student fraternities and right-wing 
conservatives from Carinthia gather alongside 
official representatives of Austria’s main con- 
servative party, the OVP, members of Jorg 


Haider’s Freedom movement and delegations 
from the Austrian army to honour those who 
fell for the Third Reich. 

This year, the Austrian government also 
participated by sending Werner Fasslabend, 
the Defence Minister, to deliver a speech on 
the controversial theme of “collective guilt 
and innocence”. He said nothing that upset 
the former SS men present. 

However, one annual guest is far more wel- 
come at Ulrichsberg than any Defence 
Minister: Jo6rg Haider, leader of the nazi- 
infested populist-fascist Freedom movement, 
formerly the FPO (Liberal Party of Austria). 
This year was no exception. The organisers 
were delighted to act as hosts for Haider, 
who hopes to enter the government 
after December’s elections and who is com- 
pletely at home in right-wing extremist and 
German nationalist circles. He has presented 
his favourable view of national socialism 
in both Austria and Germany on many 
occasions. 

For Haider, the soldiers killed waging the 
Nazis’ aggressive war are “victims” whose 
lives were laid down for “freedom and 
democracy in Europe”. Concentration camps, 


Haider claims, were “punishment camps”, 
which implies that the murder of Jews, 
Romanies, homosexuals and countless other 
innocent people by the Nazis in these camps 
was a “justified and legitimate penalty”. 

Haider has no need to be any more explicit. 
The extremists who gather in Ulrichsberg can 
understand his coded language perfectly. 
When he arrived this year, the 4,200 fanatics 
gave him a standing ovation and tumultuous 
applause. Haider is their “big hope” and they 
know exactly what he stands for. 

The Ulrichsberg event did not go unop- 
posed. There were sharp protests from con- 
cerned organisations, particularly against the 
participation of Fasslabend and other well 
known politicians. An open letter from the 
Union of Jewish High School Students to 
Fasslabend reminded him that there has been 
a ban on participation by government mem- 
bers at Ulrichsberg since 1994, a fact which 
he probably decided to ignore. 

People like Fasslabend come and go. Not 
so Haider nor the fascist Ulrichsberg com- 
memoration, which serves only to deepen the 
acceptance of the racist, antisemitic and 
nationalist thinking associated with it. 


Business is booming for Sweden’s nazi skinheads 


The Swedish nazi hate rock scene is booming 
with a multitude of skinhead bands, an 
avalanche of records and a growing subcul- 
ture. Although there is a never-ending stream 
of new violent political louts, a growing num- 
ber of veteran skins are swapping their pis- 
tols, knives and baseball bats for a business 
portfolio. Racism and antisemitism are 
becoming profitable businesses in Sweden 
and the boneheads are determined to corner 
their share of the market. The politics remain 
the same — death and destruction to Jews and 
“Jewish agents” — but the way in which the 
message is got across has changed dramati- 
cally since the days of Vitt Ariskt Motstand 
(VAM — White Aryan Resistance) militancy 
and underground warfare that the nazis 
copied directly from the US nazi terrorist out- 
fit, The Order. 

Sweden today is among the world’s leading 
producers of racist and skinhead music. Not a 
month passes without a white power gig 
attracting several hundred youngsters, and 
anti-fascist researchers are rapidly losing 
count of the number of skinhead bands 
appearing in almost every small town in the 
southwest and central parts of the country. 
Skinhead groups are making their presence 
known even in the north of Sweden where 
nazis have traditionally been sent packing. 

At least 30 nazi records were produced in 
Sweden in 1995. The autumn brought new 
CDs from bands such as Steelcapped Strength 
(from Uddevalla), Division S, Midgards 
Sdéner and Agent Bulldog (Stockholm), 
Ultima Thule (Nyk6ping), Heimdall (Gavle) 
and True Blood (Kungilv). Also appearing 
are collections including old time favourites 
such as White Aggression (Sddertalje), Storm 
(N6édinge), V6lund Smed (Eskilstuna) and 
Svastika (Link6ping). 
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Keeping the nazi rock flowing are a num- 
ber of skinhead-owned businesses, including 
several nazi record labels: Nordland (in 
Stockholm), Midgard Records (Gothenburg), 
Ragnarock Records (Ronneby), Mjélnir 
Records (Moérby), Svea Music (Sédertilje), to 
name but a few. Skinheads also own their own 
distribution companies, including several 
small shop outlets and an increasing number 
of mail order firms. 

Skinhead “fashion” is fostered by large, 
glossy and very well produced nazi maga- 
zines such as Nordland, produced by the 
same nazi crew that brought us Storm maga- 
zine and Blood and Honour, under Peter 
Melander, alias Peter Rindell. Nordland is 
edited by the veteran nazi bonehead leader

Patrik Asplund. Not surprisingly the number 
of skinheads in Stockholm alone has multi- 
plied from 100 in 1990 to almost 1,000 today. 
Skinheads and skinhead fashion are trendy in 
many schools. 

Searchlight’s Swedish sister magazine 
Expo pinpoints the moment when nazism 
became chic. This was in 1993 when Bert 
Karlsson, a mainstream record producer and 
at the time an MP for the right-wing populist 
New Democracy party, signed a contract with 
the well known nazi band Ultima Thule. By 
so doing Karlsson broke a_ longstanding 
taboo. Ultima Thule already had a decade- 
long history as Sweden’s leading nazi band 
and Karlsson was well aware of the fact that 
the contract might lead him into hot water. A 


cunning businessman, he _ therefore 
sought the support of Anders Carlberg, 
a former 1968 revolutionary turned 
Social Democrat and chief of the con- 
troversial so-called Fryshuset, the Cold 
Store, a government-sponsored skin- 
head hangout in Stockholm. Mr 
Carlberg, who has a record of defend- 
ing “his” skinheads regardless of what 
political or violent activity they indulge 
in, announced that Ultima Thule were 
“not racist” and were fine lads propa- 
gating a “positive patriotism”. 

When the media found out what was 
happening, the fallout was devastating 
for Karlsson, but not before he had put 
several Ultima Thule records into the 
upper reaches of the sales charts. At 
first, EMI distributed Ultima Thule, but 
as more and more details of the band’s 
nazi past and present emerged, EMI 
cancelled the contract. So, reluctantly, 
did Karlsson. 

However, the dam had now burst and 
the nazis immediately started forming 
their own distribution companies. 
Meanwhile, the ever benevolent Mr 
Carlberg helped the skinhead riffraff to 
acquire professional media skills, the 
Cold Store providing courses in desk- 
top publishing and newspaper produc- 
tion. One of the first to sign up was the 
editor of Nordland. Its first issue had a 
far superior layout to the usual nazi 
magazine, had a print run of 15,00 
and is often distributed free to schools. 
The running costs are easily absorbed by the 
income generated by sales of music and 
bonehead nazi gear. 

Producing a CD costs up to £2 but it will 
sell for £10 to £12. With anything between 
2,000 and 7,000 copies of each CD, skinhead 
music generates a large profit. The nazis own 
their own stores and distribution channels and 
pay little or no tax. What is even more dis- 
turbing is the fact that numerous mainstream 
record stores have now capitulated and put 
almost any nazi music on their shelves. 

While the suit and tie nazis of the tradition- 
al racist parties such as the Sweden 
Democrats are on their way out, the militant 
nazi movement has grown dramatically in the 
past two years. For every nazi record sold and 
skinhead gig held, new “babyskins” are inte- 
grated into the movement. Where the tradi- 
tional VAM movement managed to establish 
half a dozen groups, an Expo survey pub- 
lished in December has found almost 50 local 
nazi or skinhead organisations, many of 
which are based in small towns where no nazi 
groups have existed since the days of the 
~ Second World War. 

The fastest growing organisation in Sweden 
is the so-called NS Movement, originally 
established by the Gothenburg VAM branch. 
The NS movement includes the Reich Front, 
which has established formal branches in at 
least 11 towns and has small support groups 
in many other places. The effect is most visi- 
ble in schools where, particularly on the west 
coast and in certain key cities near 
Stockholm, nazis dress up in full uniform 
with all the necessary regalia. The situation 
has grown so serious over the past few 
months that the headmasters of several 
schools have had to introduce strict rules for-

bidding “political uniforms”. Several head- 
masters have as a result received death 
threats. 

The ban on nazi uniforms in _ schools 
incredibly also met harsh criticism from the 
government school board, which initially stat- 
ed that the headmasters were breaking the law 
and that “banning uniforms was an infringe- 
ment of the freedom of expression”. The 
school board has since managed to figure out 
that Swedish law actually prohibits uniformed 
political louts. 

The result of such spinelessness and utter 
naivete about so-called “freedom of expres- 
sion” for nazi thugs has been inevitable: the 
level of street violence and assaults, including 
several murders this year alone, has exploded.

Nazis march through 
Gothenburg 


Four hundred nazis, including many from 
outside Sweden, marched through 
Gothenburg on 25 November. The demonstra- 
tion was staged by Vasttfont, which is based 
on the west coast of Sweden and led by the 
notoriously violent nazi thug Goran Gullvang 
and Janne Persson, a former election candi- 
date for the fascist Sweden Democrats. 

Only a third of the participants were from 
Sweden. Almost half came from Germany, 
with the rest from Norway, Denmark, 
Finland, Britain and Holland. Before the 
march even started, police waded heavily into 
the nazis to arrest 25 of them for violating 
race hate laws and two more for violating a 
1930s law against wearing political uniforms. 


This action may signal a move away 
from the previous leniency of the 
police. During the course of the 
evening a further six fascists were 
taken into custody for being drunk and 
disorderly. 

The nazis had planned a concert with 
a big international line-up of skinhead 
bands, including Noie Werte and 
Kraftschlag from Germany, Konkwista 
88 from Poland and the Swedish nazi 
bands Brigad Wotan from Trollhattan 
and Heimdall from the northern city of 
Giavle. They had booked Lindholmens 
grammar school, paying £500 in 
advance, but the police cancelled the 
booking and blocked off the whole area 
surrounding the building 

Deprived of their concert, the nazis 
decided to pick a fight with the police. 
As a result, seven Germans, a Finn and 
two Swedes spent the night in a police 
cell and had to pay £120 each to cover 
possible fines. Two days later four 
more nazis were arrested and charged 
with wearing illegal political uniforms 
and another 15 with incitement of 
hatred. 

This was not the end of it. The 
German police, acting on a tip-off from 
German anti-fascists, yanked 17 nazis 
from their bus on their return to Berlin 
and arrested them for possession of 
illegal symbols, including those of the 
Hitler Youth, the murderous SS and the 
now banned Freiheitliche Deutsche 
Arbeiterpartei. Anti-fascists had noted all the 
German vehicle registration numbers.

Airtime for nazis 


Danish neo-nazis have received permission to 
set up a local radio station in the Copenhagen 
area. The Danish National Socialist 
Movement (DNSB) will be allowed to broad- 


_cast for three hours on Wednesday and 


Sunday evening. 

The licence has been granted on condition 
that the station, to be called Radio Oasis, does 
not incite public hatred or discrimination on 
ethnic, religious or sexual grounds and does 
not target any section of the population. 
However, Denmark’s liberal freedom of 
speech laws will allow it to preach the superi- 
ority of the white race and to broadcast nazi 
ideology. Jonni Hansen, the DNSB’s chair- 
man, has said Radio Oasis will campaign for 
a “racially clean” Denmark. 

The decision to allow the nazi broadcasts 
reverses a ban imposed last August on the 
grounds that the DNSB had indicated that it 
intended to breach the law against incitement. 
No explanation has been given for the author- 
ities’ change of mind, but a statement by the 
Ministry of Culture said that the decision was 
based on “freedom of expression”. The sta- 
tion will begin broadcasting early next year, 
according to a DNSB spokesperson, but 
thankfully under the terms of the licence 
reception will be limited to four districts 
south of Copenhagen. 
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he Front National (FN) had a good 

year in 1995, taking 15 per cent — over 

4.5 million votes — in the first round of 

the presidential elections and capturing con- 

trol of three cities, Orange, Marignan and 

Toulon, in the municipal elections in June. 

The FN’s capacity to retain a faithful elec- 

torate and maintain its popularity for more 

than a decade is without precedent for the 
extreme right in postwar France. 

The FN has begun to implement its racist 
and sectarian policies in Orange, Marignan 
and Toulon and is treating the three cities as a 
kind of experimental laboratory, although the 
FN’s leader, Jean-Marie Le Pen, is unhappy 
with the speed at which this is being done. 

Thanks to the relative successes of 1995, 
the tension inside the party has eased. Last 
year Le Pen was grappling with the serious 
threat of an internal putsch led by his putative 
successor, Bruno Mégret. However, Mégret 
lost most of his support when his planned 
power base, the newspaper Le Francais, col- 
lapsed, leaving his followers marginalised. 

The composition of the FN vote has 
changed. Previously, FN voters were over- 
whelmingly people who had voted for the tra- 
ditional mainstream right but had become 
radicalised and shifted to the FN. Now, how- 
ever, the FN is scooping up votes from former 
left-wing voters — 27 per cent of workers and 
jobless vote FN — transforming it into an 
ultra-right “workers’ party”. 

The language of the party has altered to 
match. No longer does the FN define itself as 
being the party of the real right, “national and 
popular”, but instead it preaches a new mes- 
sage: it is “neither right nor left” and “puts 
French people first”. Immigration - still 
remains the FN’s main propaganda theme but 
its anti-immigration policies are tailored care- 
fully to meet the requirements of the various 
constituencies that comprise the party, anti- 
Islamic for the Catholic fundamentalists and 
racialist racism for the neo-pagans. 

When it comes to membership figures, the 
FN claims 45,000 against 75,000 two years 
ago. Was it lying then or has membership 
slumped? The answer to this fascinating 
question is not known but it is evident that 
most of the much-vaunted “professional 
groups” of the FN do not function, except for 
the women’s group, the groups of former 
French colonists in Algeria, youth and omi- 
nously the FN group within the army. 

Much reduced international relations are 
another problem faced by the FN, which has 
lost many of its former European fascist con- 
tacts, especially among those whose strategy 
has been or is primarily electoral. To get clos- 
er to the German fascist Republikaner in the 
European Parliament, the FN frivolously sac-

rificed its previously close and long-term 
relationship with the Italian MSI (now the 
Alleanza Nazionale). The Republikaner’s 
presence in the parliament has evaporated but 
the FN has not yet been able to heal the rift 
with the Italian fascists. 

A dramatic feature of 1995 was renewed 
activism by ultra-right anti-abortionists, who 
again launched attacks on hospitals that carry 
out abortions. Some were charged and tried 
but the sentences dished out lacked serious 
bite and have not had the hoped-for deterrent 
effect. MPs from the mainstream right in the 
French National Assembly have formed a 
bloc with the FN outside parliament to call 
for an amnesty for those convicted of attacks 
on hospitals. The reactions of anti-fascists 
and women’s organisations as well as recent 
quasi-legislative measures taken by the state 
have temporarily stayed the hand of the anti- 
abortionists, but it is only a matter of time 
before they challenge both the law and human 
rights again. 

For the smaller hard-core fascist and nazi 
groups, 1995 saw a further drop into the mar- 
gins. The fascist CEuvre Frangaise tried to 
break out of its confinement by setting up 
electoral fronts called “nationalist platforms” 
together with the former Nazi collaborationist 
Parti Nationaliste Francais and the Francoist 
fascists of the Cercle Franco-hispanique. It 
also busied itself with the launch of the fascist 
paper Jeune Nation in Lyon. 

As to the openly nazi Parti Nationaliste 
Francais et Européen (PNFE), it still exists 
but with a very low profile and in a state of 
relative inactivity. Although a few dozen 
nazis are still grouped around it, the move- 
ment’s magazine has been relegated to the 
status of an internal bulletin. More active is 
the third-positionist Nouvelle Résistance, 
which has made serious efforts to infiltrate 
ecological and regionalist organisations. 

The decline of the open nazi groups has 
plunged the once growing skinhead move- 
ment into a crisis which the more ideological 
elements have tried to circumvent by develop- 
ing new structures. As a result, substantial 
groups of fascist skinheads have been able

successfully to pursue a policy of retrench- 
ment in Paris, Lyon, Bordeaux and Le Havre. 
One aspect of the adoption of new and more 
autonomous structures has been the adoption 
of a more political national socialist stance 
and the establishment of closer links with 
nazi skinheads in the USA, Germany and, to 
a lesser degree, Great Britain. 

What has not gone away is their violence. 
Twice in 1995, skinheads had a hand in mur- 
ders, in Le Havre and Paris. They have been 
able to organise several successful gigs, per- 
haps because they felt free from the obliga- 
tion to act as cannon-fodder for outfits like 
the PNFE. 

The links between the nazi skinheads and 
the FN remain rather ambiguous. The skin- 
heads from Rheims who killed a Moroccan 
during an FN demonstration in Paris travelled 
there on an official FN bus, but were later 
turned over to the police by the FN’s own 
internal security chief, presumably to save the 
party from the inevitable embarrassment of 
being connected with thugs and killers. 

Finally, what passes for the intellectual ele- 
ment among right-wing extremists, the so- 
called new right, has imploded into three rival 
segments. GRECE, the original initiator of 
revived intellectual fascism, with its constel- 
lation of journals, Krisis, Eléments and 
Nouvelle Ecole, has tried to continue as 
before under the leadership of the veteran fas- 
cist writer Alain de Benoist. It organised its 
summer university in Aix-en-Provence, has 
cuddled up to the Mégret tendency losers in 
the FN and even held SS-style pagan cere- 
monies to greet “new blood” last May. 

GRECE, however, has separated from its 
erstwhile allies and co-thinkers, the Belgian 
fascist ideologue Robert Steuckers and his 
friend Gilbert Syneir, who have departed 
along a more national revolutionary path and 
whose group has aligned itself to the occultist 
sect, l’Ordre du Temple. 

The final part in the three-way split is the 
so-called Terre and Peuple, led by Pierre Vial, 
who is also a member of the FN. Vial is 
opposed to de Benoist’s Eurocentrism and 
projects a more heavily French nationalist 
course. His influence is growing especially 
inside the FN’s youth movement, the Front 
National de la Jeunesse. 

The extreme right is undoubtedly a factor 
on French political stage, even though its 
electoral support may have peaked and is still 
containable. Most of its space, however, is 
occupied by the relatively larger FN, which 
has the effect of squeezing out the smaller, 
more openly fascist and militant groups. With 
its 15 per cent, the FN can still play a key role 
in shaping the mainstream agenda and push- 
ing it in a rightwards direction. 


A bad year for 
German fascism 


he past year has seen defeats for the 

electoral wing of Germany’s fascist 

movement, the Republikaner (REP), 

the Deutsche Volksunion (DVU) and the 

Deutsche Liga fiir Volk und Heimat (DL), 
and a haemorrhaging of their membership. 

Their decline is partly attributable to the 
increasingly rightwards direction taken by 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s Christian 
Democratic Union (CDU) and its Bavarian 
sister party, the Christian Social Union 
(CSU). However there has been a variety of 
other problems. The REP has been put on the 
“watch” list of the internal secret service and 
the party’s founder and former leader, Franz 
SchG6nhuber, has resigned from both the lead- 
ership and the party. The DVU and DL have 
had problems with elected representatives and 
abuse of official funds. 

The difficulties for the fascists, who contest 
elections with a Hitlerite programme, are mir- 
rored by the problems facing the open nazis, 
whom the authorities have targeted for a mea- 
sure of repression. Several of the key German 
nazi leaders are now in jail, including Giinter 
Deckert, former leader of the 
Nationaldemokratische Partei Deutschlands 
(NPD), Meinolf Schénborn, boss of the 
Nationalistische Front (NF), Arnulf Priem 
and Christian Worch, who run __ the 
Gesinnungsgemeinschaft der Neuen Front 
(GdNF), and Ewald Althans, who has 
allegedly dropped out of the nazi movement 
after admitting to being a police informer. 

Ten nazi organisations have been outlawed. 
They are: 

@ Nationalistische Front banned 27 
November 1992 (but still largely intact) 

@ Deutsche Alternative banned 8 December 
1992 

@ Nationale Offensive banned 21 December 
1992 (but still largely intact) 

@ Deutsche Kameradschaftsbund banned 31 
December 1992 

@ Nationaler Block banned 11 June 1993 

@ Heimattreue Vereinigung Deutschlands 
banned 14 July 1993 

@ Freundeskreis Freiheit fiir Deutschland 
banned 2 September 1993 

@ Viking Jugend banned 10 November 1995 
@ Freiheitliche Deutsche Arbeiterpartei 
banned 24 February 1995 

@ Nationale Liste banned 24 February 1995. 

These bans have been rather half-hearted. 
Meinolf Schénborn’s NF, for instance, has 
actually grown tenfold since it was outlawed 
and other organisations have remained rela- 
tively intact by maintaining their structures 
illegally or through their members decamping 
into the NPD. When Annelie Buntenbach, the 
Green Party MP, revealed the NF’s alarming 
growth — together with a heap of NF internal 
documents — she was attacked by federal 
Interior Minister Manfred Kanther, who 
claimed, in the face of all the evidence, that 
the NF has been destroyed. 

The nazis suffered another blow when the 
flow of illegal nazi propaganda from the USA

the system”. This has 
put the nazis’ anti- 
antifa campaign on 
the back burner, at 
least for the time 
being. 

The crisis of direc- 
tion has also affected 
the size of the active 
fascist movement in — 
Germany. In 1994, the latest period for 
which full statistics are available, the total 
number of organised fascists fell from about 
65,500 in 1993 to 56,600. Worst affected 
were the electoral fascist groups, while 
membership of the hard-core nazi groups 
actually grew during the same period from 
2,450 to 3,740. 

As might be expected, the fascists’ capacity 
for violence has also been rather curtailed 
with the number of incidents falling quite dra- 
matically. Nevertheless, in 1994 right-wing 
extremists committed 7,952 criminal offences 
as against 10,561 such offences in 1993. 
Interim figures for 1995 indicate almost 5,000 
racist or right-wing extremist crimes between 
January and August 1995. 

An alarming feature of the German situa- 
tion is the steady rise in antisemitic incidents. 
According to figures squeezed out of the 
authorities by Ulla Jelpke MP, there were 656 
incidents in 1993, 1,366 in 1994 and an esti- 
mated 754 between January and September 
1995. Although fascist violence generally is 
falling, the number of antisemitic incidents is 
rising in comparison. 

Another political headache for the German 
fascists is that the Kohl government has taken 
much of the wind out of their sails by steering 
its own nationalist course. It has changed the 
German constitution to permit deployment of 
the Bundeswehr internationally and German 
war planes were in action for the first time 
since 1945 in former Yugoslavia on 31 
August. This deployment had been delayed so 
that, coincidentally, it could be announced 
with screaming headlines in the press on 1 
September, the anniversary of the invasion of

Poland in 1939 and now Anti-War Day in 
Germany. 

The government also skillfully manipulated 
the 8 May anniversary of the defeat of fas- 
cism to suggest somehow that Germany too 
was a victim, a country that was hijacked by 
Hitler between 1933 and 1945. However the 
government remained curiously silent on 
nationalist statements published in the presti- 
gious Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung 
denouncing the idea that Germany was actu- 
ally liberated, even though these statements 
were sometimes editorials or signed by serv- 
ing and former cabinet ministers. 


en years ago, fascism had little politi- 
cal resonance in the wider population. 
Today, sadly, that has changed. Now 
fascists in Italy, Austria, Germany, Belgium, 
France, The Netherlands and to a much lesser 
extent Sweden sit as elected representatives at 
various levels from the European Parliament 
to local councils. In these institutions the fas- 
cists, with their anti-democratic politics of 
race hate and antisemitism, help set the agen- 
da and push the mainstream rightwards. In 
Italy and Austria they even have governmen- 
tal prospects and ambitions. 

Where, as in Britain, Denmark, Sweden 
and Norway, the fascists have failed to attain 
such success, they declare war on society and 
head in the direction of terror, violence and 
murder. 

In 1996, only 51 years since the end of the 
Second World War, they must be taken more 
seriously than at any time since the destruc- 
tion of Hitler’s Third Reich. Now, as then, the 
fight back must be international.

ntil the trial of Tim McVeigh and 
| Terry Nichols begins, current events 

will continue to be divided between 
those that occurred before the Oklahoma City 
bomb and those that occurred after 19 April. 
Before the bomb the militia movement was 
growing quickly, moving from its origins in 
the most hardened centres of the white 
supremacist movement on to a position of 
influence on the fringes of the Republican 
Party. Increased public scrutiny since the 
bomb, however, has caused some fractures 
within the militias and has undermined — but 
not ended — their quest for public acceptance. 

The two accused bombers have been a 
monkey on the far right’s back. Nichols and 
his Michigan brother were both well known 
in militia circles, as well as by long-time 
cadres of the Posse Comitatus. For his part, 
McVeigh bought and sold the National 
Alliance’s terror novel, Turner Diaries, as he 
travelled from Arkansas to Arizona attending 
gun shows. In addition, prosecutors have been 
attempting to determine the meaning of two 
calls McVeigh made to the Elohim City com- 
pound in Oklahoma. The Identity compound 
has been a centre of armed survivalism since 
the early 1980s. 

While Nichols’s and McVeigh’s ties to the 
white supremacist movement are unmistak- 
able, their supporters have been attempting to 
link the bombing to the federal government. 
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Ku Klux Klan rally attended by US and british Nazi skinheads

Since April, page after lurid page of the 
Liberty Lobby’s Spotlight and the Identity 
tabloid Jubilee have been devoted to demon- 
strating a possible government connection to 
the bomb. The FBI’s failure to make further 
arrests, or identify “John Doe Number Two”, 
has fuelled speculation that they have some- 
thing to hide. 

Prosecutors plan for a trial to begin in May 
1996, but McVeigh’s attorney wants it post- 
poned until after 1 September. A new judge 
from Colorado has been appointed to replace 
the Oklahoma City judge. The new judge 
once presided over a trial of four Order mem- 
bers accused of violating the civil rights of 
the radio broadcaster Alan Berg. Two were 
convicted and two acquitted. 

A Colorado state senator, Charles Duke, 
has been one of the most visible exponents of 
a government-involvement conspiracy theory. 
Duke also participated in a “citizens’ grand 
jury”, which “indicted” fellow Colorado state 
legislators for “treason” and other high 
crimes. 

In the USA, judges often appoint grand 
juries of ordinary citizens to hear prosecution 
evidence. If the grand jury decides that prose- 
cutors have enough evidence to warrant a 
trial, then they issue an indictment — or for- 
mal presentation of charges. 

The far-right Posse Comitatus, as part of its 
drive to enforce “constitutional” government 


in the 1980s, convened its own “grand juries” 
and issued indictments of law enforcement 
and government officials. While never having 
the force of law, such indictments were used 
to harass everybody from the local police 
chief to the county tax assessor. Now Charles 
Duke and co are using the same tactic today. 
These secretive “grand juries” have continued 
since the bomb, even if open militia activity 
has not. 

Since April, the Michigan Militia, one of 
the largest and most public, has been wracked 
by splits and defections. Similarly, the militia 
in Kansas decided to disband completely, 
although some of its members joined a neigh- 
bouring organisation in Missouri. Other mili- 
tias have become more secretive or started to 
emphasise open political campaigning at the 
expense of paramilitary training. 

On the other hand, the Alabama militia 
scored a significant public relations victory 
against its nemesis, the ‘Treasury 
Department’s Bureau of Alcohol Tobacco and 
Firearms, when the militia exposed an annual 
“Good OI’ Boys Roundup”. The annual out-

door party in Tennessee was attended by local 
cops as well as federal agents from around 
the southeast, some of whom were out-front 
racists. The exposure sparked a federal inves- 
tigation of the events, which discovered, in 
part, that the Alabama militia may have 
cooked part of the “evidence” itself. 
Nevertheless, federal marshals, the BATF and 
the FBI continued to come under pressure 
from the right wing for civil liberties viola- 
tions in the 1993 Waco case and the 1992 
Randy Weaver siege at Ruby Ridge, Idaho. 
After a lacklustre look at the militias by 
Senator Arlen Spector’s Judiciary Sub- 
Committee last June, the House of 
Representatives held hearings on Waco last 
summer. The hearings were intended to press 
the case against President Clinton and 
Attorney General Janet Reno for possible 
wrongdoings at Waco, when 79 Branch 
Davidians died in a fire. Instead, the National 
Rifle Association’s attempts to nose into the 
Congressional investigation became an issue 
and blunted the Republican effort. 

The Ruby Ridge hearings in the Senate last 
September turned up no new evidence and 
Randy Weaver’s assent to a $3.1 million (£2 
million) settlement in the case has taken the 
issue off the burner, at least until Weaver’s 
attorneys decide to take further action in 
court. 

Before the bomb, the far right and the mili- 
tias were using Waco and Ruby Ridge to 
gather public support outside their movement. 
Since the bomb, they have used the govern-

Britain vetoes anti-racist measures 


ome Secretary 
Hien Howard’s 

veto in the Home 
Affairs Council of the 
Spanish government’s pro- 
posals to introduce Europe- 
wide measures to combat 
racism and xenophobia 
clearly illustrates the lack of 
any commitment on the part of Britain’s 
Conservative government to effectively com- 
bat the racist menace. The idea of Europe- 
wide measures in fact comes from the 
Consultative Commission set up last year by 
Kohl and Mitterrand. The British govern- 
ment’s intransigent position is clearly shown 
by the fact that they have replaced their repre- 
sentative on this body, the Baroness Flather, 
with a white male bureaucrat, a Mr Richard 
Kornicki. 

What makes Howard’s position more scan- 
dalous is the fact that the UK’s lone stance 
has blocked the entire resolution from being 
made law. The measures the resolution 
included are well documented: the confisca- 
tion of racist and inflammatory publications, 
Europe-wide intelligence centres to monitor 
the activities of extremists and the examina- 
tion of penalties in different member states 
with a view to harmonisation. This would 
prevent the racists moving around the 
Union to the countries with the most lenient 
laws on race-related crimes. The vetoing of 
this resolution has effectively given racist 
thugs the green light to continue with their 
activities. 

The Consultative Commission on Racism 
and Xenophobia submitted its interim report 
on the feasibility of a European Observatory 
to the European leaders’ meeting in Madrid 
in December. Our final report will be submit- 
ted to the European leaders’ summit in June 
next year. 

The interim report states that the European 
Observatory would have a dual function to 
“maintain vigilance and make proposals”. It 
would facilitate cooperation between commu- 
nity bodies, different countries within the 
Union, non-governmental organisations and 
people who work on anti-racist projects. With 
regard to the Council of Europe, the interim 
report stops short of committing the 
Commission to a joint venture and simply 
recognises the need to ensure close coopera- 
tion. In this area we have to be very careful to 
guarantee that it does not become a joint ven- 
ture involving many more countries and 
therefore much weaker, as would be the case 
if the Council of Europe becomes too 
involved. The Observatory needs to be a tight, 
large-scale political operation which will 
demand action and get action. 

At the meeting it seemed apparent that the 
Commission was willing to concede “partial” 
competence in the field of racism and xeno- 
phobia. On the basis of this I have tabled a 
parliamentary question to the Commission 
asking whether it does in fact accept “partial” 
competence. 

European leaders must not turn their backs 
on the thousands of victims of racism, as they 
have done so often in the past. The evil is

spreading to countries which previously had 
high levels of tolerance. For example in 
Sweden there has been a sharp rise in the 
number of racist attacks and an emerging 
skinhead movement. 

A small delegation from the Civil Liberties 
Committee in the European Parliament visit- 
ed Sweden and Finland to discuss issues of 
asylum and immigration with Ministers and 
MPs of these countries. Sweden has tradition- 
ally operated a very open policy with regard 
to both asylum seekers and immigrants 
generally and has a reputation for being 
extremely tolerant of ethnic groups. However 
the Secretary of State for Immigration 
informed members of the delegation that, in 
view of the increase in immigrants in recent 
years in relation to the relatively small size of 
Sweden, she was doubtful whether their open 
policy could continue for much longer. She 
confessed there was a growing level of 
opposition among Swedes to accepting many 
more refugees and immigrants. 

The Swedish government has already in 
many ways bowed to pressure from the racists 
by introducing such measures as the tighten- 
ing up of their policy on family unification 
for immigrants. Previously almost anyone 
with a family relationship was allowed in; 
entry is now restricted to very close 
relatives.

ment-did-it conspiracy theory to hold their 
own troops together, but have gained little 
new public support. 

Events are at a temporary stalemate. 


Buchanan takeover 


Similarly, the advance of the Republican 
Party’s far right, which seemed after the 1994 
congressional elections as if it would crush all 
opposition within sight, has slowed. Both the 
Rev Pat Robertson’s Christian Coalition and 
the National Rifle Association claimed credit 
for the Republican Party’s takeover of the US 
Senate and House of Representatives. Their 
grassroots mobilisation was assisted by the 
votes of a majority of southern white men for 
local Republican candidates for the first time 
since the civil war. Their victories launched 
the campaign for the 1996 presidential elec- 
tion almost a full year early. By last June, the 
Republican field of candidates had virtually 
been established. 

What is interesting about the Republican 
primary campaign for Searchlight readers is 
the role of Pat Buchanan’s candidacy. 
Buchanan is the former Nixon and Reagan 
White House aide turned journalist, who self- 
consciously adopted the former Klansman 
David Duke’s “issues” in 1992. He is widely 
regarded as a racist, and even the conservative 
pundit William Buckley concluded that 
Buchanan “couldn’t be defended” from 
charges that he is an antisemite. Nevertheless, 
Buchanan received over 30 per cent of the 
Republican primary vote in some states in - 
1992 and mortally wounded President George 
Bush’s re-election bid. 

This time around, Buchanan is justifiably 
claiming that all of the Republican candidates 
have moved further to the right, in order to 
attempt to win away his voters. The most 
aggressively right-wing has been the Texas 
Senator Phil Gramm, who is now opposing 
Clinton’s plans for Bosnia in an effort to win 
the right-wing isolationist vote. To date, how- 
ever, Buchanan has kept Gramm at bay. The 
result has been that moderate Republicans 
have been immobilised by their own extremist 
colleagues. Even Sen Bob Dole, a hawkish, if 
traditional, Republican, who leads in the 
polls, has starting acting as if he is a right- 
wing bible thumper.
